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Bank heads: ‘We won’t quit’

TEL AVIV, - Bank Leu mi Chair- 
man Ernest Japhet, Bank Hapoalim 
management chairman Giora Gazit. 
Discount inner executive chairman 
Eli Cohen and Mizrahi general 
manager Aharon Meir yesterdav 
squashed any talk of their possible 
resignations following the state com- 
ptroller’s report on the 1983 bank 
share collapse. 

In- the first meetings the senior 
bankers have had with a reporter 
since the publication of the report, 
each of the senior executives told 
TkeJentsalem Post that they have no 
intention whtsoever of resigning in 
response to the report's findines. 
Nor, they added, had they been 
asked to do so by their boards or 
major shareholders. . 

A press report yesterday of a 
proposal that these executives 
should assume management posi- 
tions in their bank's operations 
abroad was met with incredulity and 


mirth. “This illustrates the press's 
imagination," one senior banker 
said. 

Meanwhile, two distinct trends 
are emerging in the bank's thinking 
and actions in view of the almost 
certain establishment of aD inquiry 
commission. First, they are gearing 
up for what is likely to be a prot- 
racted campaign to present their side 
of the bank shares story. 

The initial shots in this campaign 
were fired on Wednesday evening 
when the two largest banks. Leumi 
and Hapoalim. reacted publicly for 
the first rime since the report was 
issued on Monday. In essence the 
banks insist on the inquiry encom- 
passing the political decision- 
makers, and the government policy 
that underlay the regulation of the 
shares. 

At the same time the banks are 
acutely aware of the negative effect 
controversy may have ou their re- 
covery from, losses they suffered in 
19S3. and are concerned for their 


image and contacts abroad. As a 
second tack, they are therefore 
plowing ahead with their operational 
planning for 1955 and beyond, and 
are keeping their foreign correspon- 
dent banks informed of develop- 
ments here. 

This “split-level" approach is not 
conducive to optimal management 
of the banks, particularly with the 
economy in such poor shape. The 
bankers, however, feel that they 
have no choice but to proceed with 
this “two-front war.” 

Yesterday was the fast of Tevet 
which commemorates the beginning 
of the siege of Jerusalem by the 
Romans. In Tel Aviv this week, the 
banks began withdrawing into their 
fortresses as they discerned a major 
attack forming against them. Their 
assumption is that the siege they are 
about to endure will be a long and 
unpleasant affair, and that the side 
with most sLamina and endurance 
will be the victor.

Wraps off massive operation 
to rescue Jews of Ethiopia 
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Cabinet to decide on bank-share inquiry

The cabinet is to decide on Sun- 
day. probably without dissent, that a 
full-dress commission of inquiry 
must be set up to investigate the 
bank shares affair. A ministerial de- 
legation will (hen be appointed to 
coordinate with the Knesset State 
Control Committee on the terms of 
reference of the commission. 

This was the upshot of a top-level 
ministerial consultation yesterday 
under Premier Peres. 

Neither Peres nor other key minis- 
ters. Likud or Labour, are enthusias- 
tic at the prospect of a quasi-judicial 
commission laying bare the inner 
workings of Israel's leading banks. 
They believe this may weaken the 
banks' credibility at home and 
abroad - which in turn could gravely 
damage the national economy. 

- But Peres and the ministers recog- 
nized that there is no choice, since 
the heads of the banks are plainly not 
prepared to resign voluntarily de- 
spite the massive public pressure on 
them to do so. 

The inquiry commission's meticu- 
lous investigation of the banks is not 
•a matter ut controversy among the 
politicians: they all acknowledge 


that this would be the commission's 
main task, since the state comptrol- 
ler lacked the authority to investi- 
gate non-government institutions 
such as the banks and the stock 
exchange. 

But there may well be controversy 
between Labour and Likud over the 
commission's other terms of refer- 
ence - especially whether it is empo- 
wered to investigate and pass judge- 
ment on government policymaking. 

The Likud would naturally be un- 
happy with a close examination of its 
economic policy, particularly if links 
were established between that policy 
and the banks' manipulation of their 
share prices in order to engender a 
false atmosphere of prosperity and 
wellbeing. 

By the same token. Labour would 
benefit politically from the establish- 
ment of such links, but would be 
chary of the commission's close ex- 
amination of possible links between 
the government and the banks in the 
early 1970s. when the share- 
manipulation began. 

There have also been rumblings of 
a constitutional wrangle between the 
Knesset committee, or some of its 
members, and the cabinet over 
which of them is actually to set up the 


inquiry commisstion. By law either is 
empowered to do so. 

State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik 
has strongly urged that the Knesset 
committee, and not the cabinet, cre- 
ate the inquiry commission. He 
argues that it would be improper for 
the cabinet to set up a commission 
which is to inquire into the activities 
of various government agencies, and 
perhaps of the cabinet itself. 

But the contrary argument was 
advanced yesterday with equal 
vigour by Justice Minister Moshe 
Nissira. He pointed out that commis- 
sions of inquiry set up by previous 
cabinets had been instructed to in- 
vestigate government bodies, in- 
cluding the cabinet itself, and had 
done so without fear or favour. 

The Agranat Commission and the 
Kalian Commission were two ob- 
vious examples. he said. 

Moreover. Nissim added, it is not 
the cabinet or the Knesset commit- 
tee which actually appoints an in- 
quiry commission: this is the task of 
the president of the Supreme Court. 
The cabinet or the Knesset commit- 
tee merely requests the court presi- 
dent to do so. The choice of commis- 
sion member, is uis.

Moda’i vows to tax self-employed

TEL AVIV. - Finance Minister 
Moda’i yesterday undertook to im- 
pose a one-time tax on the self- 
employed by April. The government 
has so far failed to implement the 
tax. one of the components of the 
economic package deal. 

Moda’i promised to collect the tax 
- at a rate of 4 per cent of average 
annual earnings - during a meeting 
with Histadrut Secretary -General 
Yisrael Kessar and other senior His- 
tadrut officials after yesterday’s 
meeting of the trilateral Economic 
Council. The tax is to be paid by all 
self-employed professionals, shop- 


keepers and merchants. 

Government, Histadrut and 
manufacturers representatives 
yesterday decided to continue hold- 
ing intensive, informal contacts, to 
reach a follow-up agreement to the 
package deal by the middle of this 
month. Histadrut participants said 
that they expect the sides to meet 
almosr daily. 

The council deferred a decision on 
a proposal by Kessar that the pack- 
age deal remain in force as long as no 
follow-up agreement has been 
reached. Kessar said that the inten- 
tion of the proposal is to prevent a 
wave of consumer spending in anti- 
cipation of post-package deal price 
rises. 

Yesterday's session was limited to 


opening statements by the three 
sides, and the presentation of the 
reports of three sub-commnittee’s 
dealing with unemployment and 
black capital. 

Prime Minister Peres, speaking at 
the council, called on workers in 
public-sector services to accept a 
five-day workweek as an alternative 
to wide-spread dismissals. Accord- 
ing to Peres's proposal, workers 
would be paid only for five days. 

Peres said this would reduce work- 
ers’ wages by 7 per cent. 

Moda'i later said a second econo- 
mic package deal will be formulated 
within a week or two. according to 
the schedule set by the government. 
He was speaking at a meeting of the 
Liberal Party's Central Committee.

Press leaks abcur the Ethiopian 
rescue forced the authorities to ack- 
nowledge the “open secret” yester- 
day rather than to present the whole 
saga after the operation was ended, 
as they had planned to do. 

Yesterday's disclosure was pre- 
cipitated by an interview with Yehu- 
da Dominitz, director-general of the 
Jewish Agency's aliya department. 
Dominitz is a 35-year veteran of 
aliya and absorption work. The in- 
terview appeared in the January 4- 
issue of Nekuda, the bi-monthly 
journal of the Council of Jewish 
Settlements in Judea and Samaria. 

Dominitz. who had been tight- 
lipped about the operation, told the 
writer - Balfour Hakkak of Mevas- 
seret Zion - that the information was 
“not for publication.” In the inter- 
view. Dominitz said that “the major- 
ity" of Ethiopian Jewry have already 
come to Israel. 

The interview was purposely dis- 
regarded by most of the Israeli press, 
but Maariv and Yediot Aharvnor 
yesterday quoted from it on their 


from pages. As a result, the Associ- 
ated Press picked up the story, 
embellishing it with reports that it 
had obtained from abroad. More 
international news agencies and 
Israel Radio followed. 

It was officially announced that 
Dominitz had been told by Aharon, 
who is in London for Agency meet- 
ings. to “go on vacation." Domi-

The official veil of secrecy on 
Israel s massive campaign to save 
the Jews of Ethiopia was lifted 
hurriedly yesterday, as govern- 
ment and Jewish AgencC repre- 
sentatives told reporters in Jeru- 
salem that “over lCUHtu " of them 
have arrived “in recent years." 

A "press briefing on the absorp- 
tion of Ethiopian immigrants" was 
held at Beit Agron. attended bv local 
and foreign journalists. Officials dis- 
closed some of the facts about the 
saving of Ethiopian Jews, which in 
the last two months has taken the 
form of a complex airlift, ni.ide more 
urgent by the recent drought and 
starvation in the African country. 

The story of the rescue effort until 
no»' had been embargoed hv volun- 
tary agreement between the govern- 
ment and the Israel Editors" Com- 
mittee so as not to jeopardize the 
operation. Only after news of the 
rescue dribbled out in the foreign 
and local press, and then became a 
flood in recent days, did authorities 
feel they had to make an official 
announcement. 

The arrival of the immigrants - 
who come from an underdev eloped 
agrarian society and who arriv e with 
their tattered rags as their only pos- 
sessions - comes at a time of econo- 
mic crisis. The estimated cost of the 
absorption of the Ethiopian Jews 
during the next two years is 5300 
million, some of which v. ill be 
funded by the Jewish people abroad 
and some by U.S. refugee aid 
money. 

The plan to rescue the most recent 
batch of Ethiopian Jews was taken 
by the Begin government and re- 
approved by the current govern- 
ment. 

Yisrael Peleg. director of the Gov- 
ernment Press Office, staried the 
briefing by declaring that the Prime 
Minister’s Office had asked the press 
office to provide reporters with de- 
tails on the absorption of Ethiopian 
Jews. With him were acting Jewish 
Agencv Executive chairman and 


permanent treasurer Akiva Lewins- 
ky: Health Ministry Director- 
General Dan Michaeli: Deputy 
Director-General of the Absorption 
Ministry Shmuel Shenhar: and 
Moshe Gilhoa. director of the World 
Jewish Affairs Division of the Fore- 
ign Ministry. 

Lewinsky, filling in for executive 
chairman A rye Dulzin who is abroad 
on Agency business, said that 
"everyone in Israel feds the pre- 
sence of Ethiopian Jews in the coun- 
try." The big drama, he added, is 
their future absorption into Israeli 
society. “One day. a great deal will 
be written." Because of the Ethio- 
pian Jews' background, their 
absorption will be much more ditfi-

cult than those who came from the 
West, said Lewinsky. Aware of this, 
the interministerial committee, 
coordinated by the Absorption 
Ministry, which has directed the va- 
rious authorities was determined 
“not to repeat mistakes" committed 
years ago with other groups of im- 
migrants. 

A total of 1.500 Ethiopian chil- 
dren have been placed in Youth 
Aliya institutions - all of them re- 
ligiously oriented because of the 
observant nature of the Ethiopian 
Jewish community. 

Michaeli disclosed that 300 of the 
immigrants are now in local hospit- 
als. Doctors have accumulated con- 
siderable experience in treating the 
unusual diseases and problems suf- 
fered by the Ethiopian Jews. He 
emphasized that there is no danger 
to the public from these ailments, 
and that modern treatment of malar- 
ia. tuberculosis and parasitic dis- 
eases are quicker and more efficient 
than in the past. 

The newcomers, presented with 
immigrants' certificates on their 
arrival, are examined by medical 
specialists ar.d those not requiring 
immediate treatment are sent to 
absorption centres and other facili- 
ties around the country.

Three government hospitals, 
Rambam in Haifa. Hillel Yafe in 
Hadera and the government hospital 
in Nahariya are on the verge of 
dosing. The hospital directors claim 
that they have no money to pay their 
bills and are running out of essential 
supplies. 

The emergency ward of Rambam 
is to close its doors to the public 
today unless the Finance Ministry 
immediately transfers funds for 
urgently needed supplies, hospital 
director Yosef Brandes warned 
yesterday. 

He said the hospital would reach 
the end of its oxygen reserves today. 
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Food and medicines were also in 
short supply and there were was a 
danger of power cuts due to lack Of 
fuel. 

Brandes said Rambam owes about 
IS1 billion to its suppliers who are 
now demanding cash payments for 
any future deliveries, but the hospit- 
al did not have any funds. 

Dr. Elitsur Hazani, director of the 
government hospital in Nahariya, 
said yesterday that the hospital 
which serves 250.000 residents of the 
Western Galilee owes IS15Q million 
and has run out of some essential 
supplies. If there are no funds forth- 
coming by the first of the week, he 
said, the 350 patients now hospital- 
ized will be sent to other hospitals, or 
if that is not possible, they will be 
sent home. 

In Hadera, the Hillel Yaffe Hos- 
pital has enough fuel supplies to last 
only until tomorrow night, which 
will leave the hospital without heat or 
hot water for sterilizing equipment. 


It will also close if help is not forth- 
coming by Sunday, sources said. 

Health Minister Mordechai Gur 
met early yesterday with Prime 
Minister Peres and Finance Minisrer 
Moda'i. Gur said that he could not 
do with less than IS5 billion at once, 
and a promise that the flow of 
budgeted funds will not be held up in 
the future. 

But later in the day a Health 
Ministry source told The Jerusalem 
Post that Moda'i said he would trans- 
fer only the IS2 billion which was 
expected on January 1 . 

At Rambam Hospital in Haifa, 
after a lengthy telephone conversa- 
tion with Moda’i. the contents of 
which are not known. Gur told re- 
porters that "if anyone in the Treas- 
ury thinks he is going to take advan- 
tage of the genera! financial crisis in 
order to destroy the public health 
system, he'd better think twice."

Herat unlikely to back 
Aridor in bank scandal

TEL AVIV. - Reliable Herat 
sources told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that the party does not intend 
to stage on all-out campaign to sup- 
port former finance minister Yoram 
Aridor in connection with the bank- 
shares scandal, even though Aridor 
is the party secretariat chairman. 

The sources discounted specula- 
tion that the Likud would protect 
Aridor by opposing any attempt to 
allow an inquiry commission to look 
into the government’s performance 
on the bank share issue. 

They explained that since Aridor 
no longer holds government office, 
he cannot be dismissed, and there is 
no other way to have him “draw 
conclusions" for any mishandling of 
the shares crisis. 

Aridor is seen in Herat as a politic- 
al liability, which is one reason he 
was not made a minister. Thus, he is 


not likely to get more than lip- 
service support from his colleagues. 

It was also noted that Aridor is far 
less powerful than he appears. A 
power struggle in Herat is clearly in 
the offing, and Aridor was chosen.as 
chairman of the party secretariat. 
Herat's top executive forum, as a 
compromise candidate. 

In Labour, meanwhile, the 
Lamerhav circle, which is comprised 
of ex-Ahdut Avoda members, called 
yesterday for the resignation of all 
heads of the banks involved in the 
bank-share scandal. The demand, it 
was stressed, applies to all bank 
heads, including the leadership of 
Bank Hapoalim. whose top execu- 
tives are influential in Labour. 

Among the Lamerhav circle mem- 
bers are Deputy Finance Minister 
Adi Amorai. Deputy Health Minis- 
ter Shosh an a Arbeli-Almoslino. and 
her husband, Hlstadrut Treasurer 
Natan Almoslino. 


Foreign-currency reserves 
fell by $220m. last month

The Foreign -currency reserves fell 
$220 million in December to $2.6 
billion at the end of the month, the 
Bank of Israel announced yesterday. 

The central bank also announced 
that the government had pumped 
some IS1Q1 billion into the economy 
in December. It noted that the large 
monetary injection had taken place 
despite the government's having 
raised some IS34b. in the capital 
market. 

Finance Minister Moda'i said 
some of the injection was accom- 
plished by “artificial” steps, but 
noted that towards the end of the 
financial year the monetary injection 
always increases. 

This means the government spent 
ISI35b. more than it collected in 
taxes during the month. 

Bank of Israel officials told The 
Jerusalem Post that the large drop in 


foreign reserves resulted 1 mainly 
from repayment of debts and in- 
terest, particularly by the govern- 
ment. and not from private-sector 
demand for foreign currency. 


Later government officials noted 
that most of the debt repayment was 
interest and principal on loans from 
the U.S. 

Reacting to the large monetary 
injection, the Treasury said this was 
caused by seasonal factors and end- 
of-the-year settling of accounts with 
suppliers. But the ministry noted 
that there were other factors as well, 
including demand for government- 
backed mortgages that went beyond 
the budget planned for this purpose. 

Nevertheless, the Treasury noted 
with satisfaction that it had been able 
to raise IS34b. in the capital market, 
even though no special benefits had 
been offered to prospective savers. 


Rabin: No guarantee on Katyushas

HAIFA. - Defence Minister Rabin 
said here yesterday that he agrees 
with senior officers that it was im- 
possible to guarantee that no rockets 
wilt fall again on the Galilee. 

He noted that even with the IDF 
in Southern Lebanon, 14 attempts to 
fire' Katyushas at the Galilee had 
been made, but luckily these had not 
resulted in injury or damage. 

Rabin spoke to reporters during a 
visit to the Rambam Hospital, fol- 


lowing a tour of army positions in 
Lebanon. 


The minis ter was pessimistic ab- 
out prospects in the Nakoura talks, 
due to resume Monday. 


Rabin said he does not put much 
faith in the Lebanese government’s 
ability to deploy hs army along the 
coastal road as far as the , Awali 
River. He said the Lebanese .had 
tried similar moves in differentareas ' 
on at least four occasions but without 
success. 


Lebanese move to coast still held up 


BEIRUT (AP). - Last-minute dif- 
ferences between Druse and Christ- 
ian militias held up the deployment 
of 200 Lebanese police yesterday in 
what was to have been the first stage 
of a plan to reopen the coastal high- 
way linking Beirut with Istaeli- 
occupied South Lebanon. 

Radio stations of the civil-war 
antagonists blamed each other for 
the delay as the police force, brought 
in from as far as the port of Tripoli in 
northern Lebanon, spent most of the 
day in barracks awaiting orders to 
move down the coastal highway. 

The operation was to be followed 
later by deployment of a 1 .200-man 
Lebanese army force, reopening the 


coastal road for the first time since 
last February's civil war fighting. It 
would also put government troops in 
place to move into South Lebanon 
once Israeli forces begin withdraw- 
ing. 

Meanwhile, relatives of civil-war 
kidnap victims continued to block all 
crossings between the capital’s Mos- 
lem and Christian sectors for the 
seventh straight day yesterday. This, 
despite a statement issued by the 
committee of relatives announcing 
they were ending the demonstra- 
tions that have cut off east from west 
Beirut in response to a government 
promise to investigate the fate of the 
hundreds of people still missing. 


SLA officer killed, soldier wounded

- An officer of the 
South Lebanon Army was killed and 
a soldier was wounded by light-arras 
fire yesterday near the Shi’ite village 
of Burj Rahtial near Tyre. 

The dead man was Ali Zayin, of 
the Shi'ite village of Bint Jbiel. After 
the attack. SLA and IDF troops 


searched the area. 


In another incident yesterday an 
IDF convoy came under fire near the 
Shi'te village of Ansariye. There 
wete no injuries. 


In Safad. a terrorist hurt in a 
firelight with the IDF earlier in thi 
week on the Awali River underwent 
surgery on his arm. 


Suspect remanded in Kedmi murder 


HAIFA (Itim). - Raduan Sawitat, a 
23-year-old soldier who deserted 
from his unit on the day Hadass 
Kedmi disappeared, was yesterday 
remanded into custody for 10 days as 
a suspect in Kedmi's murder. 

The Haifa District Court freed 
four other persons who had been 
held in the case and who, like Sawi- 
tat. arc residents of the Beduin 
neighbourhood in Usfiya. Three of 
the four are relatives of Sawitat. 


In ordering the four freed without 
bail. Judge Reuven Ben-Hortn 
stated that people cannot be held 
when the suspicions against them are 
not grounded in factual evidence. 

The police representative told the 
court that intelligence information 
showed Siwatit had a motive for 
committing the murder and that 
there was reason to suspect that be 
was involved in the crime or had 
knowledge of it.

Kupat Holim ClaJit, the Histad- 
rut's health fund, said yesterday that 
the Treasury's claims that Kupat 
Holim owes the government large 
sums of money is not true, 
fund's spokesman said that 


health fund gets only 11 per cent of 
its budget from the government and 
always pays the government for ser- 
vices readered. The spokesman also 
claimed that the Treasury is attemp- 
ting to “drag the health fond into the 
government hospital crisis to pave 
the way for imposing a health tax on 
the population.” 

Prof. Shrauel Pinhas, chairman of 
the National Association of Hospital 
Directors, described the situation as 
being “unbelievably bad,” and said 
that nothing short of IS5 billion 
would prevent the total collapse of 
the government hospitals.

nitz’s career with the Agency is now 
in jeopardy. 

The sudden lifting of censorship 
caught Israel TV and other media by 
surprise, since they had been forbid- 
den to go into absorption centres to 
film and conduct interviews. 

MK Aharon Nahmias (Align- 
ment) asked Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak Zamir to find out how the news 
was leaked. He said that earlier in 
the week the Speaker of the Knesset 
had put off seven urgent motions on 
the absorption of Ethiopian Jews on 
the grounds that the censor had 
prohibited publication of the story'. 

Rabbi Yosef Adane. a spiritual 
leader of Ethiopian Jews in Israel, 
said last night that the entire com- 
munity is up in arms over the leak in 
the middle of the operation.' 

He said that those who leaked the 
story are “irresponsible and guilty of 
a terrible error." 

Activists on behalf of Ethiopian 
Jewry last night expressed their 
shock and dismay at the early pub- 
lication of news of the airlift. 

Advocate Michael Comaldi told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
“those who should have kept silent 
were not silent." 

He said that telephones through- 
out the country had been buzzing 
between activists upset at what they 


fear might impinge on the safety Of 
the remaining Jews in Ethiopia. 

Israeli journalists had been aware 
of the operation for nearly two 
months, but the Editors' Committee 
acquiesced in a government request 
__ to hold up publication in order not to 
' jeopardize the operation. 

First publication about the airlift 
occurred after a fund-raising speech 
abroad by Jewish Agency Executive 
chairman Aiye Dulzin. Describing 
“Operation Moses"- as he called it- 
in. detail before, hundreds of Di- 
aspora Jews. Dulzin was not aware 
of the presence of a reporter from a 
Jewish newspaper. Since Dulzin had 
not announced the speech was “off 
the record." the reporter published 
it. The New York Times noticed die 
report and printed a page-one story a 
few weeks ago. 

Since then, the amount of in- 
formation printed about the airlift 
snowballed. ABC-TV broadcast a 
major story on Wednesday. 


Disclosure came at an awkward 
time for the government and aliya 
department chairman Haim Ahar- 
on. the Jewish Agency, as Dulzin, 
Absorption Minister Ya'acov Tsur. 
and Youth Aliya chairman Uri Gor- 
don are abroad, and the government 
is busy with the bank share report 
imbroglio.

Sharon: No subsidies to exporters

Supreme Court stiffens terms 
of Jews involved in terror 


In two separate cases, the Sup- 
reme Court yesterday handed- down 
stiffer sentences to Noam Yinon, 
convicted of transporting 50 Syrian 
mines in the Golan Heights for mem- 
bers of the Jewish terrorist under- 
ground. and to Levy Hazan, a Kacb 
member convicted of planning a 
shooting attack against an Arab bus 
in Ramallah. 

Yinon. the first to be sentenced in 
the Jewish terror trial, was originally 
charged with membership In an 
underground organization, attemp- 
ted murder, and the illegal posses- 
sion of weapons. After plea- 
bargaining be was sentenced to 18 
months in prison, and IS months 
suspended. The Supreme Court 
yesterday increased his sentence to 
28 months in prison, and 20 sus- 
pended. in response to a state appeal 
against the Jerusalem District Court 
sentence. 

Deputy State Attorney Dorit 
Beinish. who is the chief prosecutor 
in the Jewish terror trial, said in 
court that Yinon should have consi- 
dered the uses the 50 mines he was 
transporting could have been put to. 

Hazan 's sentence', originally a 
year and a half s imprisonment, was 


increased by the Supreme Court to 
three years imprisonment, and two 
years suspended. He had been con- 
victed. of setting alight vehicles be- 
longing to Arabs, and of throwing a 

petrol bomb at a house in Jerusalem. , 

In appealing against his sentence. 
Beinish said that the state is con- 
fronting a new. ideological kind ot 
violence, and that the courts should 
deal with attacks against Arabs qua 
Arabs by emphasizing the criminal- 
ity of such assaults. ' 

Also yesterday the State Attor- 
ney's office appealed to the Supreme 
Court against the leniency of the 
sentences handed down by the Jeru- 
salem District Court to three men 
from the Jerusalem neighbourhood _ 
of Ein Kerem convicted of attemp-. 
tine to attack holy sites and attemp- , 
ted murder, after they planted gre- 
nades at a dozen Arab religious ana 
private buildings. . 

The three. Amram Der'i. his 
brother David. 23. and Uri Ben- 
Ayoun. 24. were each sentenced to 1 
six years in prison and three years 
suspended. 

The three have themselves 
appealed against the severity of their ' 
sentences in the past week. (Itim). 




Greens charge Israelis 
are using terror in Lebanon 


BONN (AP). - Members of West 
Germany’s Greens Party yesterday 
charged Israeli soldiers with using 
“fear and terror” to control the 
population of Southern Lebanon - 

A delegation of six party members 
who recently returned from a foot- 
finding mission to the middle East 
claimed Israeli troops are using in- 
humane tactics to subdue the 
Lebanese population and to disrupt 
the local economy. . 

“They are attempting to create 
fear and suppress resistance against 
Israeli occupiers," Gabriele Gott- 
wald. a Greens parliamentary depu- 
ty. told a Bonn news conference. 

Gottwald said she heard of inci- 
dents where Israeli troops used 
“psychological torture tactics’’" 
against Lebanese civilians during her

visit to the area, but offered 
evidence to prove the claims. 

Juergen Reents. another par- 
liamentary deputy for the Greens. ' 
said the Israeli troops are employing 
“tactics of fear and terror." 

Reents said his five-day trip 
through the region convinced him 
Israefshould withdraw from Leba- 
non, but he added that most Israelis " 
oppose the move.

Levy opens bid for top Herat spot

TEt AVIV. - The fight for the 
leadership of Herur is now officially 
on - with Deputy Prime- Minister 
David Levy's announcement that he 
plans to seek the top spot in his 
party- 

Appearing before a Likud audi- 
ence in Beersheba, Levy declared 
that he has “reached an unequivocal 
decision to compete for the number- 
one position in Herut and to lead the 
party to victory in the next elec- 
tions.” 

However. Levy stressed that he is 
talking about staging a bid for the 
party leadership only before the next 
elections, whenever they might be. 

He added that as long as Vice 
Premier Yitzhak S,hamir is party 
leader. "1 will support him fully with 


my whole heart." But this full sup- 
port is good only for this Knesset’s 
terra of office. Levy explained. 

His announcement sent rumblings 
in Herut to the surface, despite 
Levy's stressing that he will not seek 
to unseat Shamir during this Knes- 
set’s term. For Herut insiders what is 
important is that Levy's hat is now 
officially in the ring. 

The fight for the nomination in the 
next elections is already taking place 
and the party is gearing itself for its 
much-delayed convention due to be 
held later this year. The Jerusalem 
Post learned. The convention is ex- 
pected to be the scene of one of the 
toughest power struggles the party 
has ever known. 

Convention delegates are to elect 
central committee members, and 
each side is expected to put up an 


all-out fight to pack the new commit- 
tee. with its own supporters. 

The last Herut central committee 
was chosen at the party convention 
in 1978. when Menachem Begin was 
prime minister and unchallenged 
party leader. The make-up of that 
committee is said to no longer repre- 
sent the balance of power within the 
party. This, it is said in Herat, works 
to Levy's disadvantage, which is one 
reason for his last-minute decision 
not to challenge Shamir before last 
July's Knesset elections. 

Levy, therefore, is counting on the 
convention to alter the make-up of 
the central committee. It is said in 
Herat that Levy's declaration of his 
bid for the leadership is already 
meaningful, since the present pre- 
convention maneuverings are an in- 
tegral pan of the actual leadership 
showdown. 


Pro! charges Aridor with share collapse

A leading academic lawyer has 
charged that former finance minister 
Yoram Aridor together with senior 
officials at the Treasury are primari- 
ly responsible for the 1983 bank- 
share collapse. 

Prof. Uriel Procaccia, a specialist 
in commercial law at the Hebrew 
University Law Faculty, said yester- 
day that even at the peak of the 
stock-market boom the government 
had effective control and was the 
major benefactor of most issues of 
bank equity. 

‘The stock market was, and still 
is. effectively nationalized. It was 
the Treasury and Aridor at its head 
who initiated the policy and were its 
mam benefactors," he said in an 
interview. 

During 1982. when share activity 
was at its peak, only 25 per cent of 
the shares issued were- of the private 


sector. Procaccia said. Private firms 
found themselves competing with 
the government, which through va- 
rious “illegal controls." as he termed 
them, blocked access to the capital 
market. 

The banks were also forced into 
acting as go-betweens and agents in 
Lhe government's drive to benefit 
from the public's investment, and 
other forms of capital activity were 
closed to them, he said. 

In 1981, when there were major 
floatations by rhe banks, 60 per cent 
of the money raised had to be depo- 
sited with the Treasury. “The Treas- 
ury was the major partner in this 
arrangement and the major benefac- 
tor," he said. 

Procaccia said that the state comp- 
troller's report on the share col- 
market. "During Aridor 's tenure 
other government agencies, which 
are nominally responsible for super- 
vision of the capital market, were 


intimidated and forced to dance to 
his tune." 

Procaccia said that the state com- 
ptroller's report on the share col- 
lapse and the possibility that a com- 
mission of inquiry may be appointed 
have no direct bearing on pending 
cases brought before local courts 
against the banks. 

Advocate Yehuda Ressler. who is 
handling eight such cases, said this 
week that the comptroller's report 
and an inquiry commission signifi- 
cantly strengthened his case. It was 
possible, he said, that the appoint- 
ment of a commission would delay 
proceedings because both sides and 
perhaps judges in such cases would 
prefer to await the findings of such 
an inquiry before continuing. 

There are some 20 such cases 
pending in courts around the coun- 
try, with the damages being sought 
estimated to run into millions of 
dollars. 


Court denies bid to attach 
Flatto-Sharon’s personal assets 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - The district 
court here on Wednesday turned 
down a request that it enforce a 
French court ruling that ex-MK 
Shmuei Flatto-Sharon is bankrupt 
and that a French receiver be autho- 
rized to attach Flarto-Sharon's per- 
sonal assets in this country. 

The French ruling dates from 
1977, when Flatto-Sharon was de- 
clared bankrupt and a receiver was 
appointed for the companies he had 
headed in France. 

The defence in the district court 


here argued that the request should 
be turned down because the French 
verdict was declarative and general, 
not specific and directive. 

The court accepted the defence 
argument. Besides dismissing the re- 
quest. it ordered the plaintiff to pay 
IS500.000 costs. 

Flatto-Sharon, who recently 
finished serving a 90-day term for 
election bribery, said later be might 
go to France to negotiate a settle- 
ment of his financial problems with 
the Treasury there.

Israel and the Jews.”

Ex-yeshiva student 
held in Tara arson

A 37-year-old former student at 
Jerusalem's Diaspora Yeshiva is 
under arrest and being questioned 
about the recent fires at his former 
yeshiva and a synagogue in the Jew- 
ish Quarter. 

Avraham Mizrahi was arrested on 
Tuesday at Ben-Gurion Airport as 
he was about to leave the country', 
and yesterday was remanded into 
custody for 10 days by the Jerusalem 
Magistrates Court. 

Police sources said yesterday that 
Mizrahi, “is not being especially 
cooperative.” They added that the 
arrest does not yet signal “a turnab- 
out” in the investigation. 

“We have some questions to ask 
him and his lack of cooperation 
raises even more questions," said a 
source in the Russian Compound 
police headquarters. 

The arrest came nearly a month 
after the arson at the Ramban Syna- 
gogue in the Jewish Quarter and a 
fire at the Disapora Yeshiva Synago- 
gue. which resulted in the destruc- 
tion of 15 Tora scolls and dozens of 
prayer books. 

Tt is still not certain that the Di- 
aspora Yeshiva blaze, which was 
particularly destructive, was indeed 
arson, but the fire at the Raraban 
Synagogue has been described as 
arson in investigation reports by the 
fire department and the police.

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Ethiopians pose multiple challenge to doctors

In hospitals around the country, 
doctors and nurses are treating 
Ethiopian immigrants suffering from 
malnutrition and diseases so uncom- 
mon in Israel that doctors know then 
“only from slides in medical school." 

While some of the Ethiopians ar- 
rive in fairly good health. Prof. Haim 
Hersko of Shaare Zedek Hospital in 
Jerusalem said that he has seen and 
treated a number of children that 
showed "the terrible symptoms that 
we saw in survivors of European 
concentration camps." 

In addition to malnutrition, many 
new immigrants are suffering from 
malaria, intestinal parasites, dysen- 
tery. skin diseases, tuberculosis and 
even typhoid. 

Ambaric for nurses. 

“ Iqziabber yesriligin - endemin 
allu?" The nurse on the sixth floor of 
Shaare Zedek says: “Good morning, 
how are you feeling?" to a sick 
Ethiopian child. The nurse doesn't 
know Amharic. the native language 
of these children, but there is a list of 
a few dozen words and phrases at rhe 
nurses' station, and she learns 
another phrase or two every day. 

Huddled in the corner of a big 
white bed. his eyes the only part of 
him that seems alive, a four-vear-old 
boy who has rhe weight of an average 
Israeli child of one year gazes at the 
nurse solemnly and whispers: rira 
(good). 

For the past two months Shaare 
Zedek has been one of the main 
hospitals enlisted by the Absorption 
Ministry to care for the newly ar- 
rived Ethiopian immigrants.

In Haifa. Rothschild Hospital has 
been treating children who have ar- 
rived from famine-stricken areas of 
Ethiopia without their parents. A 
hospital spokeswoman said yester- 
day that one-third of the youngsters 
hospitalized in the pediatric ward are 
suffering from malnutrition. 

The youngsters are all from the 
Ethiopian town of Gondar and near- 
by villages which have been affected 
by the famine. 

But Michael Alkan. a Soroka 
Hospital physician who has been 


treating new urrhals at a centre in 
Ashkelon. suvs. he has seen surpri- 
singly few sisns of malnutrition. 

He lists the "usual" intestinal pa- 
rasites and other diseases, but notes 
that since the immigration of Ethio- 
pians began. "Wc have had no cases 
of an Israeli contracting diseases 
common to the Ethiopians." 

The latest wave of immigrants, he 
said, arrived without any posses- 
sions. "They get off the huscs in 
white robes, and with >and still clina- 


ing to their teci. They carry no- 
thing." he said.

The "moving force behind Shiloh is 
Avraham Sheiner. . editor of 
Ha'amana, a publication devoted to 
repentance and redemption. 

Responding to complaints by stu- 
dents - some of them newly religious 
- that radio broadcasts lack Jewish 
content. Sheiner began six months 
ago to investigate the possibility of 
establishing a Halachically-oriented 
station. 

In Sheiner's interpretation of the 
Broadcasting Law. there is no legal 
obstacle. But Mordechai Priman. 
head of Israel Television's Religious 


Programmes department, doubts 
that Sheiner will succeed in obtain- 
ing a broadcasting licence. 

"The Knesset won't approve it." 
Priman told The Jerusalem Post. "If 
they give the go-ahead to this pro- 
ject, they will have to do the same for 
a second television channel. People 
can't start up radio stations willy 
nilly just because they're displeased 
with what's available." 

The Israel Broadcasting Author- 
ity spokeswoman was equally du- 
bious of Shefner's chances, rioting 
that there are regular religious prog- 
rammes on both radio and televi- 
sion. 

But Sheiner is confident that the 
Knesset will vote for the wider dis- 
semination of Jewish values. "Its 
hard to believe that in a democracy 
anyone would be opposed to some- 
thing so positive.” he said. 

Sheiner said that numerous reli- 
gious leaders have approved the 
idea.

Here similar 
firms would assure their workers' 
right to relocate within the branch 
without losing salary, seniority or 
other benefits.

Moscow mum on cruise missile 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - The Soviet 
Union remained silent yesterday on 
Norway’s charge that a Soviet cruise 
missile crossed its territory last Fri- 
day before, disappearing over a lake 
in Finland. 

The Defence and Foreign Minis- 
tries declined to comment on 
Wednesday's announcement from 
Norway, the only Nato member 
bordering the Soviet Union in north- 
ern Europe. 

Finnish frontier guards are sear- 
ching for wreckage from the Soviet 
missile, which Oslo said flew over 
Norway before crashing in neutral 
Finland. Helsinki has said a "flying 
object" entered Finnish air space but 
did not say it was a missile. 

Moscow generally reacts slowly to 
major news events involving itself. 
When a Soviet fighter shot down a 
South Korean airliner in September 
1983 the news was known to the rest 
of the world in hours but it was six 
da vs before Moscow hinted that it 


had downed the plane. 

Western diplomats said the Krem- 
lin probably wanted to avoid poison- 
ing the atmosphere ahead of ex- 
ploratory U.S.-Soviet talks on arms 
control in Geneva next week. 

In Washington, the Pentagon, 
which says it has no reason to doubt 
the Norwegian report, said it does 
not consider the incident a deliber- 
ate provocation by the Soviet Union 
before the talks between U.S. 
Secretary of State George Shultz and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 

Western military experts said the 
low-speed cruise missile was more 
likely to have malfunctioned and 
strayed off course during Soviet nav- 
al exercises in the Barents Sea. 

In Oslo, Norwegian Foreign 
Minister Svenn Stray said yesterday 
the \ violation of Norway’s airspace 
by the missile was an accident.

'Aids probably not risk 


for hospital staff 


BOSTON (Reuter). - Hospital staff 
who handle blood and other fluids 
from an Aids disease victim will 
probably not contact the killer dis- 
ease, a research team reported 
yesterday. 


Reporting in The New England 
Journal of Medicine, the team said 
that 69 workers at two hospitals were 
tested and none showed signs of 
Acquired Immune Deficiency Syn- 
drome which destroys the body's 
immune system. 


Thirty were exposed when they 
accidentally pricked themselves with 
needles used on an Aids victim. One 
had Aids-contami noted blood splash 
in her eye and two had open wounds 
that came into contact with infected 
blood. 

Researchers found that their 
blood contained no traces of an 
antibody found in virtually all Aids 
sufferers. 
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LA PAZ. Bolivia (AP). - Heavy fog 
and rain delayed efforts to reach the 
wreckage of an Eastern Airlines jet 
embedded on a steep snow-covered 
slope in the Andes yesterday.

Advocates for Bhopal victims 
sue Union Carbide in Texas 


BEIRUT (AP). - A Swiss diplomat 
was reported missing and possibly 
kidnapped in mostly Moslem West 
Beirut yesterday, police and the 
Christian Voice of Lebanon radio 
station said. 

The radio identified the diplomat 
as the charge d'affaires at the Swiss 
Embassy in Beirut. It said he was 
kidnapped by gunmen yesterday 
afternoon as he drove his diplomatic 
car from the Swiss Embassy to his 
residence in West Beirut. 

Upon learning of the kidnapping, 
the radio added. President Amin 
Jemaye] contacted various militia 
commands in West Beirut to locate 
and secure the release of the diplo- 
mat. 


BEAUMONT. Texas (AP). -Citing 
an obscure provision in a Texas law. 
a group of lawyers filed a $50 billion 
suit Wednesday against Union Car- 
bide on behalf "of the victims of the 
gas disaster in Bhopal. India. 

Houston lawyer Benton Mussle- 
white. part of a legal team represent- 
ing victims of the December 3 acci- 
dent that killed at least 2.000. said 
the suit is based on a provision in 
Texas law that could give the state* 
jurisdiction in the case? 

The provision, article 467S. grants 
citizens of foreign countries which 
have equal treaty rights with the 
Ll.S. the right to sue for damanges in 
Texas courts, he said. 

Although other American lawyers 
have filed damage suits in various 
federal courts on behalf of Bhopal 
victims. Musselwhite said be expects 
those federal judges to rule that the 
case should be heard in Indian 
courts. “In all candour, the central 
controversy is that Union Carbide 
wants the case handled in India, 
where personal in jmy recoveries are 
virtually non-existent, and the plain- 
tiffs (victims) want thccase handled 
in the U.S., where they can recover 
just damages." Mussle white said at a 
news conference Wednesday. 

He said Indian civil courts take 14 


to 20 years before hearing a case and 
do not allow jury trials, the use of 
depositions or contingency contracts 
that allow poor people easier access 
to the courts. 


The suit alleges more than 30 
counts of negligence, including 
claims that the company knew the 
equipment intended to prevent the 
release of the deadly methyl isocyan- 
ate gas was inadequate by U.S. stan- 
dards. 

The suit asks $20b. in actual dam- 
ages for the injured and survivors of 
those killed, and $30b. in punitive 
damages “not only for punishment 
but so as to deter similar conduct on 
the part of other American multi- 
national companies. 

About 1,000 victims of the gas 
leak began an indefinite sit-down 
demonstration yesterday outside the 
Madhya Pradesh state chief minis- 
ter's home,, demanding a meeting 
and relief payments. 

The Poisonous Gas Action Front 
which organized the demonstration 
said the victims are demanding allo- 
wances and employment for people 
who lost jobs through disablement, 
pensions for widows, shelter for 
orphans and adequate medical treat- 
ment. 


Cuba to extradite or jail New Year hijacker 


HAVANA (Reuter)’. - A convicted 
murderer who hijacked to Cuba an 
American Airlines plane carrying 
198 people on New Year’s Eve faces 
extradition or a severe jail sentence 
here, according to Cuban officials. 

No extradition treaty exists be- 
tween the U.S. and Cuba, but one 
official said there is a good possibil- 
ity thai the Cuban government 
would grant a U.S. government re- 
quest to return the hijacker because 


of his criminal record. 

Ismael Ali La beet, was serving a 
life sentence for murder and was 
being taken back to the U.S. from 
the Virgin Islands when he overpo- 
wered his three guards and ordered 
the pilot to head for Cuba. 

Only two weeks ago Cuban Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro said that Cuban 
courts had increased the sentences 
handed out to hijackers of U.S. 
passenger planes over the past years.

Simmons, 
who surrendered Tuesday, is 
charged with Christmas Day bomb- 
ings and one on June 25 here. ■ 


Matthew Goldsby, 21, had been 
arrested Sunday. He is also being 
held without bond after federal law 
enforcement agents testified he had 
admitted planting the bombs, but 
claimed to have acted alone. 

No one was hurt in the bombings. 

A government agent testified 
Wednesday that Simmons told him 
the pair bad planted the bombs after 
deciding “God had called upon them 
to destroy these clinics." 


ILS., Japan pledge more balanced trade ties 


J LOS ANGELES (AP). - President 
Reagan and Japanese Prime Minis-

Knesset voted to extend Israeli law 
toxhetrulan Heights, an area of over 
cffle mfllion dunams that was taken 
front the Syrians in the last two days 
of the Six Day War.

In an article in the December issue 
of Eretz Hagolan, the official pub- 
lication- of the Israeli settlers of the 
Golan, Yoav Ephron marked the 
third anniversary of the decision - 
which' amounted to virtual annexa- 
; . lion - by expressing the view that 

* Begin was largely moved by his 
“feelings of guilt" over having ceded 
allot Sinai and the Israeli settle- 
ments there as part of the peace 
treaty with Egypt. It is an opinion 
shared by many. 

“Itis to be regretted that we in the 
Golan won our independence at the 
cost of the destruction of another 
region. But that's life," he writes. 

The Golan Law was a cause of 
acrimonious debate between the 
’’ Likud and Labour at the time. The 
8.000 Israeli settlers in the Golan, 
Hke Yoav Epbron, most of whom are 
supporters of the Labour Party, 
1 could be expected to support such an 

, act- But at a conference on the 
development of the Golan, held at 
Katzrin Iasi week under the auspices 
of the Foundation for the Study of 
the Golan, speakers expressed deep 
disappointment at the failure of the 
governments to follow up that sym- 
bolic act with any concrete action. 

Health Minister Mordechai Gur, 
who bad been invited as a former 
commander of the Northern. Com- 
mand and, as such, deeply involved 
in the early moves to settle the area, 
said: "1 can’t shake off the feeling 
that the compulsive fixation around 
the law and the illusion that it in itself 
solved something, has taken the 
wind our of the sails of the very 
people who should have been com- 
mitted to doing things in the Golan." 
GUR IS a politician, and his views 
could possibly -be faulted as lacking 
in objectivity. But they were pre- 
j! ceded by a much more extreme 

* formulation by Yehiel Admoni, the 
former director of the Jewish 
Agency's settlement department 
who went on to head its Project 
Renewal department. 

"The adoption of the Golan Law 
■■ was an unmitigated catastrophe. It 



undermined the motivation ot those 
who should have been doing things 
for the development of the Golan. 
The profound commitment to coop- 
eration between the settlements was 
replaced by an atmosphere of every- 
one for himself." he declared. 

This theme was repeated by Yehu- 
da Dekel. the head of the set tlement 
department in Galilee. But the clin- 
cher was provided by Yehuda Harel, 
a founding member of Kibbutz 
Merom Golan who has been in the 
forefront of settlement activities in 
the Golan for the past 17 years. 

“There is no intention." he noted, 
‘To set up even one new settlement 
in the Golan in the coming year; the 
industrialization of Katzrin (the cen- 
tral town of the region) has been 
frozen; the growth of the population 
has been arrested." 

At present, there are about 8,300 
settlers in the Golan. They are 
spread among 28 agricultural settle- 
ments (12 kibbutzim, 11 moshavim 
and five moshavim shitufi’im), two 
regional centres and the town of 
Katzrin. Most of them were settled 
during the 10-year-period following 
the Six Day War, when Labour con- 
trolled the government. 

The sense of disappointment in 
the arrested growth of the region was 
expressed by one of its central plan- 
ners, Gideon Witkon, who noted 
that when the population of settlers 
reached 1,000 in 1970, it was hoped 
to grow rapidly to a population of 
60,000. the equivalent of the number 
of Syrian inhabitants who had fled 
the region during the 1967 fighting. 

The agricultural settlements work 
about 80,000 of the one million 
dunams in the Golan. Much of the 
rest of the area is occupied by four 
Druse villages and by the IDF. Large 
tracts are not arable or require very 
heavy investments, for which money 
is unavailable, if they are to be 
productive. 

MOST OF THE settlements are 
concentrated in the open areas of the 
southern Golan. One of the planners 
at the conference noted that origi- 
nally it had been believed that the 
land there was almost useless be- 
cause it had been worked out by rhe

previous Syrian share-croppers. But 
scientific amelioration had turned 
those areas into major producers, 
with kibbutz Mevo Hamma bringing 
in a record wheat crop of 750kg. per 
dunam. 

The other major area of settle- 
ment is in the plain west of the town 
of Kuneitra, which had been re- 
turned to the Syrians in the wake of 
the Yom Kippur War and the Kissin- 
ger shuttle. 

A few settlements have also been 
set up in the slot separating these two 
concentrations near Hushniya. 
where the main Syrian armour broke 
through in the first days of the Yom 
Kippur War. But these are the settle- 
ments which are having the most 
problems. 

Moshav Shitufi Keshet is typical of 
this group, and it suffers from a 
dearth of arable land in the immedi- 
ate surroundings. The 47 families 
who comprise it (there are a total of 
160 children, or an average of four 
per family, as befits a religious Gush 


Em uni m settlement) grow apples 
and cherries 20 kilometres to the 
north, field crops 20 kilometres to 
the south, and sub-tropical mangoes 
on the shores of Lake Kinneret. 
PLANNERS GENERALLY agree 
that farm settlement has exploited 
the available potential. 'Additional 
farm development will depend on 
the exploitation of additional water 
resources. 

Some settlements have been 
pumping water up from Lake Kin- 
neret to a height of 800 metres, 
which is extremely expensive. As an 
alternative source of water, catch- 
ment reservoirs are being built on 
several water courses in the centre 
and to the east to provide water that 
will not require pumping. 

Typically, this new development 
has led to arguments between those 
interested in the use of this water for 
agriculture, the Nature Protection 
Society’, which is interested in pre- 
serving the unspoiled areas of the 
upper Golan, and those interested in 


using the reservoirs as a basis for 
tourism that would centre around 
water sports. 

This development highlights the 
general agreement that the future of 
die Golan lies primarily in industry 
and in tourism. Minister of Science 
Gideon Patt, who bad been industry 
and trade minister in the last Likud 
government, was invited to give the 
keynote address at the conference. 

He delivered himself of a few 
perfunctory remarks, which were an 
apt testimonial to his responsibility’ 
for doing next to nothing for the 
development of industry in the 
Golan during the years of his tenure 
at the Industry and Trade Ministry, 
and then left with his retinue. 

THE LACK of industrial develop- 
ment is the main factor now bolding 
up the growth of Katzrin. That cen- 
tral Golan town is a beautiful exam- 
ple of good planning and execution 
that has benefited from past mis- 
takes. 


But there is simply not enough 
work for additional settlers and 
scores of the spanking new flats in 
the town remain empty. 

Daniels Shaul. who was born in 
Kibbutz Ma’avan Zvi and has been 
in Katzrin for the past two years with 
her husband and two children, says 
that the quality of life there "is 
fantastic, except for the sore point of ' 
public transportation." 

Daniela Shaul. who edits Eretz 
Hagolan, says that “the educational 
facilities are excellent, the people 
are wonderful and are in their ethnic 
mix and their sense of idealism an 
example of Israel at its best." 

But the Egged bus service for most 
of the people who have to travel 
some distance to work is far from 
satisfactory: "It costs us as much to 
go by bus from the B'not Ya'acov 
bridge over the Jordan as it costs to 
get from there to Haifa." 

This point was echoed by Rabbi 
Daniel Shilo. who moved with his 
wife and seven children to Katzrin 
two years ago: "If you don't have a 
car here you're helpless. My wife 
works as a teacher in Tiberias, which 
is less than half an hour away by car. 
But she has to come back home by 
three buses, which takes more than 
two hours." 

The settlers in Katzrin - and 
throughout the Golan - suffer from 
the same bureaucratic inefficiencies 
that beset all Israelis. But when 
these are coupled with the additional 
distance to the Golan, albeit short, 
life becomes problematic indeed. 
KATZRIN IS impressive for the 
public buildings that have been con- 
structed for so small a population. A 
spanking new sports centre has just 
been completed, the conference 
took place in a pleasant cultural 
centre, there is a bustling Mamas 
sports and cultural centre and an 
active field school. 

A youngish retired army brigade 
commander, Eli Melamed, is head- 
ing the drive for the opening of a 
regional high school for Katzrin and 
the region's moshavim next Septem- 
ber. 

But the fly in the ointment is the 
lack of industry, and of jobs, for 
additional settlers. And if Katzrin 


does not grow to 10.000 and 20,000 
in the not too distant future, there is 
a real danger that it will be beset by 
the problems typical of older de- 
velopment towns. 

Some planners and many settlers 
place their hopes in the development 
of the tourist industry. There is 
clearly much potential but the record 
so far has been mixed. 

Several kibbutzim in the south 
have developed the Hammal Gader 
hot springs into a tourist attraction, 
and Moshav Ramot is doing fine 
with the development of beach, wa- 
ter sport and camping facilities at 
Hof Galon, in the north-eastern cor- 
ner of Lake Kinneret. The nearby 
Jordan Park where the Jordan flow’s 
into the sea has also been developed. 

On the other hand, the Hermon 
which was to have been Israel's only 
ski resort area, has been closed down 
for this season. Settlers make much 
of the fact that in the Golan it should 
be possible for vacationers to engage 
in snow skiing and in water skiing 
within not too great a distance. But 
planners warn against placing too 
much hope in tourism, which Rafter 
all. a very seasonal source of income 
and of employment. 

THE FUTURE |i es j n industry, they 
say. And so far. very little has been 
achieved in that direction. 

Dr. Baruch Kipnis. of the Techn- 
ion. told the Katzrin conference that 
much of the blame lay with govern- 
ments and institutions that were 
continually changing their policies 
and priorities: “This has led to a 
stop-and-go syndrome." 

Mona Gur wound up by declaring 
that ‘The settlement of the Golan is 
the focus of a sufficiently broad 
national consensus to merit it a high 
place in the national order of priori- 
ties.'’ 

Settler Yehuda Harel. writing in 
Eretz Hagolan , put it differently, 
however: "The plans call for an 
additional 7.000 settlers in three to 
four years... But everything is only 
on paper... At this stage, the author- 
ities have no intention of investing in 
the development of the Golan. On 
the contrary, according to the priori- 
ties actually being carried out on the 
ground, the settlement of the Golan 
is one of the few areas in which the 
government has actually cut its 
budgets and nearly stopped them 
completely. 

“There is something obviously 
very distorted in the way the govern- 
ment sets its priorities," he wrote. 


••• DETAILS OF a 1954 British milit- 
ary plan to invade Israel are to 
remain under wraps until the year 
2005 because the British government 
believes, they are too - sensitive to be 
released ijow. _ v \ . .. . 

News of the plan itself was dis- 
- closed this week when the British' 
-■ cabinet papers for 1954 were re- 
leased following the mandatory 30- 
year period of secrecy. 

The contingency invasion plan, 
contained in a memorandum from 
the British chief-of-staff, was made 
in order to defend Jordan from 
Israeli aggression. 

According to the cabinet minutes 
of this time, the then prime minister 
Winston Churchill was reported to 
be concerned that the plan not be 
revealed to the Jordanians: “Leak- 
age of such a plan would have very 
grave consequences," he warned. 

The chief of the Imperial General 
Staff, Field Marshal Sir John Hard- 
ing. presented the plan to the cabinet 
when it met on March 31. 1954. 
Calling it "militarily sound.” he ex- 
plained that it would be difficult for 
• Britain to give effective support to 
Jordan if such assistance was limited 
v to helping it defend its own territory. 

It would have taken too long, he 
. . said . to move substantial numbers of 
• -*. British forces into Jordan. 

EARL ALEXANDER of Tunis, the 


minister of defence, told the cabinet 
that the British Government had 
come under pressure from Jordan to 
indicate how it would honour a trea- 
ty obligation -with Jordan in the 
event of a major attack by Israel. 
The Anglo-Jordanian Joint Defence 
Board was due to meet on April 5. 
1954, and he believed that Britain’s 
failure to give any indication of Brit- 
ish intentions would lead the Jorda- 
nians to suspect it was not going to 
honour its obligations, be asked 
whether it was “politically accept- 
able" to disclose the plan which had 
been drawn up. 

He proposed moving an armoured- 
squadron from M'an to Mafrak to 
train with the Arab Legion, both in 
order to reassure Jordan and as a 
warning to Israel that ‘if an act of 
agTession were committed, British 
forces would be involved." 

Harding pointed out that the 
move could not be undertaken in the 
immediate future, but said that if the 
intention were to be disclosed at the 
April meetings, he believed it might 
be sufficient to convince the Jorda- 
nians that Britain did have plans for 
fulfilling its treary obligations. 

Churchill was "much relieved" 
that the military’ chiefs did not favour 
disclosing the plan to the Jordanians, 
and he proposed that the defence 
board meeting be postponed.

Invasion on paper

THE PAPERS reveal the cabinet 
conclusion that the substance of the 
invasion plan should not be divulged 
to the Jordanians. It was left to the 
foreign secretary to finalize both the 
detailed instructions for the board's 
British members and the terms of 
any message to the Israeli prime 
minister. 

A cabinet minute dated January 
21, 1954, records the decision to 
send an armed squadron to Jordan to 
train with the Arab Legion, coupled 
with an indication to the Jordanians 
of British willingness to consider a 
proposal for regularizing the posi- 
tion of troops stationed there. 

It was, ironically, also agreed to 
send a message to the Israeli Gov- 
ernment indicating that the British 
deployment would "in no circumst- 
ances be used ,for any aggressive 
purposes.” 

One foreign affairs topic domin- 
ated discussions throughout 1954: 
the political and defence rela- 


tionship with Egypt. Britain’s diffi- 
culties with Egypt had defence and 
security implications for the Middle 
East as a whole, and in a paper 
submitted to the cabinet, Eden, ex- 
amined various options for overcom- 
ing the possible loss of a substantial 
base Britain maintained in the Suez 
Canal zone. 

One option was for closer links 
with Israel, but this was rejected, not 
least because it would “alienate 
Arab states from whom we shall 
continue to want facilities and coop- 
eration." Eden added that such links 
“would be detrimental to our own 
interests in those states, including 
oil, and would increase the danger of 
their taking a retributive position.” 

PROPOSALS THAT Israel should 
join the British Commonwealth sur- 
faced on a number of occasions in 
1954. according to Foreign Office 
documents released simultaneously 
with the cabinet papers. Eden’s pri- 
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vate secretary rejected the idea early 
in the year when it was mooted by a 
former Canadian member of parlia- 
ment. 

The Canadian was told that apart 
from the political difficulties, "the 
majority of the present population of 
Israel had never owed allegiance to 
the British Crown." 

The Jordanian military attache 
based in Paris grew suspicious of 
contacts between Pakistani diplo- 
mats and Israelis, which he claimed' 
had been kept secret. He com- 
plained that his Pakistani counter- 
part had denied any meetings in “a 
revolting manner," but said that he 
had learnt from a highly reliable 
source of plans for the Israeli ambas- 


sador to meet the Pakistani foreign 
minister to discuss Pakistan’s agree- 
ment to accept Israel as a member of 
the Commonwealth. 

He wrote to the British military 
attache in Amman, who referred the 
matter to the Commonwealth Rela- 
tions Office, its senior civil servant, 
M. Molyneux, described the likeli- 
hood of a meeting between Pakistan 
and Israeli diplomats as “rather du- 
bious." 

THE PROSPECT of a visit to Bri- 
tain by Menachem Begin aroused 
strong feelings from at least one 
Foreign Office diplomat who had 
escaped an Irgun attack at the Brit- 
ish Embassy in Rome in 1946. 

J.G. Ward, who had been chaq>6 
d'affaires in Rome, wrote over a 
Foreign Office draft letter on the 
subject that he hoped “we will firmly 
repel this viper from our bosom." 
He added that one should not dwell 
on the past, but “there is a limit to 
forgiveness and expediency." 

An initial approach, intended to 
determine whether Begin would be 
allowed into Britain, came in a letter 


from A. Abrahams, secretary of the 
Zionist Revisionist Organization in 
London. He asked a former leader 
of the Liberal Party, Clement Davies 
MP, to make such an inquiry’, and an 
informal approach is also recorded 
as having been made at the British 
Embassy in Tel Aviv. 

In a confidential briefing note in 
the Foreign Office files. Begin 's past 
was carefully documented. It recal- 
led his leadership of the “1ZL terror- 
ist organization" in which “he plan- 
ned and organized many of the worst 
terrorist outrages in Palestine during 
the last days of the Mandate."

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IT’S NO SECRET that Health 
Minister Mordechai iMotta) Gur has 
begun building his own power base 
in the Labour Party.

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FIVE YEARS AGO, a judicial sys- 
tem of punishment involving com- 
munity service was introduced in six 
centres throughout Israel. 

This novel form of punishment 
was the result of a government com- 
mission which had been charged 
with studying court-imposed punish- 
ments and which set itself the task of 
examining humane alternatives to 
prison. 

."We were looking for a way to 
impress on the offender the conne- 
ction between breaking the law and 
paying for it,” recalls Dr. Menahem 
Horovite, director of Youth . De- 
velopment and Correctional Ser- 
vices, who sat on the commission. 
"At the same time, we wanted a 
penalty that would compensate soci- 
ety, if only indirectly, for the damage 
it bad sustained.” 

The Community Service Amend- 
ment to the penal code went into 
effect in October of 1979. It laid 
down that people convicted of 
crimes could make reparation by 
performing services without pay that 
would benefit society. Such a 
punishment could be imposed for a 
period of up to one year, and it could 
be served in the offender's “free 
time." 

Under the law, community service 
may be imposed alone or in conjunc- 
tion with any other punishment, ex- 
cept imprisonment. In addition, die 
court has the option of waiving the 
offender's formal conviction, leav- 
ing him with a clean record. This 
alternative is available only if the 
sentence is probation. 

The community service option 
may be exercised for almost any 
offence: “Extremely serious crimes, 
like armed robbery or rape, which 
require very severe punishment, 
should be excluded from this alterna- 
tive,'' says retired judge Asher Felix 
Landau, former president of the 
Jerusalem District Court. 

“But sometimes a prison sentence 
is too harsh and a different penalty is 
necessary. Then, community service 
can be a useful tool, which imbues 
offenders with a sense of public 
commitment." 

He recalls sentencing a man to 
community service after he was 
found guilty of post office thefts, 
certainly a serious offence. But he 
took into account the feet that the 
man was elderly and that be had no 
previous convictions. In addition to 
the programme of community ser- 
vice, the man was also fined. 

BEFORE SENTENCING adult 
offenders, judges may ask the proba- 
tion service to investigate the offen- 
der’s background, his emotional 
make-up and his present circumst- 
ances. If the court wants to impose a 
punishment involving community 
service, however, it must by law 
obtain such a report 

“Sentencing an offender to com- 
munity service is not in any way a 
technical decision," declares Shalom 
Ben-Pazy , head of adult probation in 
the Jerusalem district. “The proba- 
tion officer who prepares a psycho- 
social report for the court is always a 
qualified professional with special 
training in his field. 

“He looks beyond the specific

A cry of despair also comes from 
Tanya Bogomolny, who joined her 
h,usband six years ago in his 
marathon struggle to emigrate to 
Israel. 

"However hard you try to prevent 
a downward slide." she says, “there 
is only one meaningful kind of life 
you can see for yourself: it is a new 
life over there. People used to come 
to us for encouragement and help. 
Now this is our cry for help."

While probation officials would 
not identify individual offenders, 
they were prepared to discuss their 
cases. 

When, for example, a highly re- 
spected government official was 
arrested for petty theft, the judge 
felt that community service would be 
an appropriate penalty. Then, as 
required by law. he ordered a report 
from the probation department. 

“We found that the man had terri- 
ble emotional problems and an un- 
happy femily life besides," says the 
probation officer. "During the 
course of our investigation, we 
helped him realize that he was in 
need of argent therapy. Community 
service alone would almost certainly 
not have prevented a recurrence of 
the thefts." 

Jerusalem probation officer Don't 
Eldar coordinates the community 
service programme in the capital. 
“When making recommendations to 
the court, probation officers take 
into account all aspects of a person 
and his life, including previous con- 
victions and the probable effect of a 
jail sentence on the offender and his 
femily. 

“Offenders from all walks of life 
are proposed as candidates for com- 
munity service. We try to choose 
those who realize that their punish- 
ment is a social responsibility con- 
nected to a judicial order." 

Shoshana Nir, head of probation 
in Beersheba, believes the candidate 
must have at least minim al work 
habits and must also be “placeable." 

“Placements for drug offenders, 
for example, are very limited,’’ says 
Nir, who adds that no decision is 


made about community service with- 
out the offender's agreement. 

THE PROBATION SERVICE 
handles the entire implementation 
of the Community Service Law, in- 
cluding the groundwork necessary 
for the cooperation of the commun- 
ity and the compilation of the inves- 
tigative reports. They plan the offen- 
der's work programme, place him in 
his job, and closely follow his prog- 
ress. 


it is a pity that the district court does 
not impose such sentences more 
often on repeat offenders and those 
who have committed serious crimes. 

"They seem to see community 
service as an ‘easy punishment.' But 
community service is. in fact, much 
more concrete than many other 
penalties, she says. “With a fine ora 
suspended sentence, offenders may 
forget about what they have done 
almost immediately. - Community 
service demands that they give of 


probation officer Baumatz. “Instead 
of sitting passively in 'jail, blaming 
society and at the same time being 
cut off from it. offenders could be 
working out their debt." 

One such case is a 28-year-old man 
who was sentenced to II months 
imprisonment for'toeft. He had no 
formal education but had neverthe- 
less been working steadily at a good 
job since be completed his army 
servioe. In addition, he had no pre- 
vious convictions.

In the five years since the law went 
into effect, more than 1,000 people 
have been sentenced to do commun- 
ity service, says Aviva Pelli, Israel's 
chief probation officer. Among 
those who have received such sent- 
ences are people found guilty of 
crimes involving violence, tax eva- 
sion, theft and manslaughter on the 
road. Also included have been some 
drug and sex offenders. 

Most were men and women with 
families between the ages of 21 and 
50. More than 20 per cent had some 
kind of academic background and 
profession, and many more had 
finished at least hi gh school. Only 
one-third had previous convictions. 

The option of community service 
as a form of punishment is most 
frequently exercised in the magis- 
trate’s court, and the probation de- 
partment would like to see more 
referrals from the district courts.

On the edge 
of despair

Now, refuseniks are not only ac- 
cused and arrested - often on 
trumped-up charges - but prisoners 
are now being beaten and tortured: 
“It has become a problem of life and 
death," says Stern. 

REPORTS HAVE BEEN received 
that refusenik Ya’acov Mesh, a 28- 
year-old boxer from Moscow was 
subjected to a violent beating two 
weeks ago in Kiev after he was 
arrested for allegedly attacking nine 
policeman. In a highly unusual ac- 
tion. authorities released him from 
prison several days ago and allowed 
him to return to Moscow, where he 
reportedly is near death as a result of 
acute liver failure. 

Unable even to stand, he was 
forced to travel by train to Odessa to 
appear before a prosecutor, who 
closed the case on account of the 
serious condition of his health. 

Yosef Bernstein, of Kiev, who was 
sentenced to four years in prison, 
was also beaten so savagely that his 
wife did not recognize him when she 
was finally given permission to see 
him late last month: “My husband 
has practically lost his sense of sight, 
but I shall not let him be murdered," 
she wrote in a letter of protest to the 
Soviet authorities. 

Many refuseniks have become 
seriously depressed by the endless 
cycle of visa applications and refus-

als, as well as by the harassment and 
fear which increasingly mark their 
daily lives. "People are afraid to 
move to a new honse, afraid to 
change jobs, afraid to have chil- 
dren,*’ says Leningrad activist 
Leonid Kelbert. 

A well-known film-maker who 
first applied for permission to join 
his femily in Israel seven years ago. 
Kelbert is now able to find work only 
as a teacher. 

Kelbert himself cited the case of 
Madejda Fradkova, who was forced 
to enter a psychiatric hospital after 
going on a hunger strike to drama- 
tize her plea to be allowed to emi- 
grate. She was reportedly held in the 
hospital's department for ex- 
perimental drugs, harassed by doc- 
tors and denied visitors or permis- 
sion to leave the institution. Last 
week, -she was convicted of being a 
“parasite” and sentenced to two 
years in a prison camp. 

ACCORDING TO KELBERT. the 
release last month of three Lening- 
rad activists may be related to the 
death in November of 47-year-old 
Arkady Yampolsky, a Leningrad 
activist, who fell ill and was hospital- 
ized after several arrests and a severe 
depression stemming from his un- 
successful efforts to obtain a visa. 

Meanwhile in Moscow, activist 
Lev Blitstein reports that he has 
been arrested on three occasions for 
short periods after taking part in 
demonstrations on behalf of Soviet 
Jewiy. But nowadays, he says, “one 
gets five years in the camps for a 
two-second demonstration.” 

Blitstein first applied for an exit 
visa in 1976, but although his wife 
and children left for the United 
States seven years ago, authorities 
continue to deny him permission to 
emigrate, claiming that he possesses 
“valuable information" acquired in 
his former profession as a meat en- 
gineer- Since bis refusal. Blitstein 
has worked in a photographic 
laboratory and lives with his elderly 
mother. 


. themselves and their time over a 
long period, connecting the deed 
with the doing." 

One such offender, a 54-year-old 
foreman in a large factory, falsified a 
medical claim for one of his workers 
after being told by a government 
clerk that it was “the thin g to do." 
The probation officer suggested that 
the man, a hard worker, and a de- 
voted husband and father, be sent- 
enced to community service. 

Now once a week, he works the 
night shift at Magen David Adorn. 
He says that the law might have been 
created especially for people like 
himself, who commit a single offence 
out of ignorance or stupidity. 

“But it is dear that I broke the 
law," he says, “and I have to pay for 
it. I remember that feet every week 
while I'm ‘volunteering’ my services 
to the community. ” 

PRISON MAY BE She wrong op- 
tion in many cases, according to 


Benjamin Bogomolny, 37, has 
been refused an exit visa for the past 
18 years on the- grounds that he 
learned “state secrets” in his one 
year of military service in 1967, even 
though his entire family emigrated to 
Israel 14 years ago. His wife’s femily 
was also granted permission to leave 
five years ago. 

The authorities have been perse- 
cuting Bogomolny and his wife. 
Tanya - arresting Benjamin Bogo- 
tnobiy for short periods, searching 
their borne, cutting off postal service 
- since they were first refused per- 
mission to emigrate. 

For Tanya Bogomolny, losing her 
job represents one of the hardest 
trials: “Whatever you do to try to fill 
in your time." she said, “it seems to 
be a black box. with an inlet and 
without an outlet." 

Although she managed to hold 
onto her job as a translator at Mos- 
cow University for a year after her 
first refusal, she was harassed by 
long-standing colleagues for being a 
“traitor" and accused of tardiness 
and having “poor morals." She even 
encountered hostility from other 
Jews, who accused her of making life 
more difficult for those who were not 
aliya activists. 

In Leningrad, the official policy of 
intimidation has been augmented 
recently by a new series of anti- 
Semitic television broadcasts in 
which Jews are portrayed as crimin- 
als and fascists, and in which names 
of aliya activists are read out and 
their pictures shown. 

A map of Israel hangs on the wall 
in Bogomolny 's two-room flat: pic- 
tures of Masada adorn the bookshelf 
is one small room which Kelbert 
shares with his wife, Miriam, and his 
two young daughters. 

But in the Soviet Union where 
learning Hebrew is a crime and hav- 
ing contact with foreigners gives rise 
to suspicion, dreams provide meagre 
sustenance. 

- “Our patience is running out." 
says Tanya Bogomolny. “We can 
only keep looking for new ways to 
help ourselves if God has forsaken 
us." 

Visitors from abroad constitute 
the only contact which many refuse- 
niks have with the outside world - 
and often, too. with family members 
who have already left. Refuseniks 
often receive little or no mail from 
abroad; telephone calls are very ex- 
pensive and many suspect that their 
lines are bugged." 

As a new year dawns in the Soviet 
Union, aliya activists there see little 
cause for optimism. 


On appeal, and after considering 
the probation officer’s recommenda- 
tions, the court amended his sent- 
ence to one of co mmuni ty service. 

Now, once a week when he has 
completed his nine-hour workday at 
a factory, he visits an elderly, partial- 
ly crippled widower, taking him for 
walks, playing checkers with him 
and generally providing company. 
He also makes repairs at the homes 
of destitute elderly people whose 
addresses are supplied by the wel- 
fare department. 

“I don't think that society has lost 
anything by not sending me to pris- 
on,” be says. ‘Tve paid a hundred . 
times over for what I did by losing " 
my job. my friends at work, and the 
trust of people around me. Now, 
besides, fm making a real contribu- 
tion to people in need.” 

Other offenders work in psychiat- 
ric and general hospitals, rolling 
bandages, carrying army stretchers, 
instructing at youth dubs and com- 
munity centres, becoming “Big 
Brothers” to youngsters without 
fathers, working at the zoo and old- 
age homes. Each offender's prog- 
ramme is espedally designed to meet 
the needs of the community and of 
the offender himself. 

A doctor found guilty of tax eva- 
sion was sentenced to a community 
service in away that the public would 
benefit from his skills: For a frill 


year, he spent four hours a week 
treating destitute bedridden patients 
in their homes. 

A nursery school teacher who was 
found guilty of shoplifting served her 
term of community service by run- 
ning a summer camp for psychologi- 
cally disturbed five-year-olds. 

A veterinarian gave lessons to 
retarded children on how to treat the 
in their animal corner at 
school, and an Arab gardener did 
the landscaping for an old-age home. 

One interesting phenomenon of 
the programme is that many offen- 
ders continue their community ser- 
vice long after they have served then- 
sentence: “Some of toe people who 
have done community service have 
picked up a real understanding of 
duty to society," says PeH. 

Judge Lanaaa particularly favours 
toe placement of reckless drivers 
in hospital emergency wards: 
“It is highly appropriate that they 
should experience at first hand toe 
results of careless driving.” he says. 

AT PRESENT, toe programme is 

limited, and p nnkhm enis involving 
community servioe are available in 
only six centres - Jerusalem, Beer- 
sheba, Rehovot, Afuia, Safari and 
Nazareth. Thus, while an offender in 
Tel Aviv or Haifa is sent to j ail for his 
offence, he might have 'received a 
sentence of community service had 
be lived in Jerusalem or one of toe 
other five centres. 

In their eagerness to begin im- 
plementing toe progressive legisla- 
tion back in 1979. toe Ministry of 
Labour and Social Affairs and its 
probation service decided to apply it 
experimentally in only these six 
areas. And when the government 
sought to expand toe application of 
the law to toe rest of toe country, it 
was found that toe probation depart- 
ment did not have enough personnel 
to deal with it. 

Petah Tikva Judge Sarah Frish 
considered community sendee to be 
toe most appropriate sentence for an 
accused who had been found guilty 
of making an obscene gesture at a 
political rally. But the law cannot be 
applied in Petah Tikva. Too bad, she 
wrote, “that toe force of circumst- 
ances will prevent the implementa- 
tion of toe order... I repeat my 
recommendation to broaden the 
order so that it applies... to aU 
citizens. The punishment of com-

munity service has proved itself 
effective both from toe standpoint of 
the accused and from that of toe 
public institutions.” 

Deputy Attorney-General Yehu- 
dit Karp acknowledges toe discri- 
minatory application of the com- 
munity service law, pointing, qiit 

there must be total equality before 
die law. 

“Over and above this damage to 
the rule of law .""she says, “commun- 
ity- service shoold be universally ap- 
plicable because it is an alternative 
punishment of extreme social im- 
portance." 

But the Justice Ministry cando po 
more, she says, than tty to persuade 
toe Labour and Social Affairs Minis- 
try to act. “Implementation of toe 
law is completely in ' their hands. 
Some way must be found to apply 
toe law throughout toe country. ” 

ALTHOUGH AVIV PELLI agrees 
with Karp about the importance of 
extending the application of the law 
throughout toe country, she has no • 
solution. “As it is,” she says, “the 
probation services are swamped and 
toe number of people referred to 
probation in recent years has drama- 
tically increased.” 

In Tel Aviv, where the community 
service law is not in effect, there 
were 61 per cent more probation 
referrals in 1985 than five years ago. 
and 41 per cent more people under 
toe department's supervision; ’in 
Jerusalem, there were 143 per cent 
more referrals - including toe com- 
munity services offenders - and 106 
per cent more were m contact with, 
or treated by, the department.' 1 

At a time when an increasing 
number of offenders is being refer- 
red to the probation department, it is 
being asked to cut down on person- 
nel. 

“How then can we possibly deal 
with additional community services 
offenders? We need at least 20 more . 
workers for that purpose, and kn. 
stead, we will soon be losing somejof 
those that We have now,” says Fedfi. 

Because of the limited application 
of the law, most Israelis and their 
communities are deprived of some 
extraordinary benefits. In Bcershe- 
ba, for example, community service 
Offenders under toe auspices of the 
probation department operated an 
essential service for elderly people 
and installed locks on toe doors of 
more than 300 of toefr homes. At the 
Rockefeller Museum in Jerusalem, 
offenders work in the storeroom and 
in the srientific archives, providing 
an important addition to the work 
force. And in Afuia, offenders serv- 
ing sentences of community service . 
form tire backbone of a municipal 
service which helps repair houses of 
the destitute. 

Yad Sarah is a voluntary organiza- ' 
tion which lends out medical .equip- 
ment and caters to the chronically ill, 
Jerusalem 7 offenders who- ”vqlim-' ' 
teer” at this orgamzatibn repair and ' 
build the medical equipment, chedk 
toe emergency transmitters of the. 

- sick, elderly people, and bring dirty 
bedclothes to. Yad Sarah's laundry 
and back to the homes of the inconti- 
nent. . ' 

At Yad Sarah, as at aQ of the 
places where offenders work, there 
is total confidentiality about their 
identity. Only Ya’acov Bergman, 
toe branch and technical director, 
knows which , of the volunteers is a 
criminal offender.” ■ 

■ “I don’t ask what they've done 
and I don’t want to know,” he says. 
“The main-tiling is that rather than 
sitting in jail and feeling sorry for 
themselves, they are doing some- 
thing worthwhile. ”

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The next 
crash

O, what a fall was there my country- 
men! 

Then l. and you, and all of us fell 
down. 

Whilst bloody treason flourished 
over us.

THE MOST shocking feature of the 
final report of the state comptroller 
on the events surrounding the col- 
lapse of the 'bank-share manipula- 
tion was its style. It really laid it on 
the line, instead of between the 
lines, as is customary in the pussy- 
footing reports the State Comptrol- 
ler's Office has traditionally issued. 

Beyond that, the report broke 
very little new ground. Anyone who 
was intereted in the background 
knew long ago who was guilty of 
what, and what alibi each player had 
and how little all these alibis were 
worth. Anybody who didn't know, 
could have read all about it in Yuval 
Elitzur's excellent book. The Bank- 
ers. published last spring. The comp- 
troller’s report merely gave official 
sanction to what was common know- 
ledge. The forthcoming commission 
of inquiry will do no service to any- 
one if it digs up the same worn 
bones. 

All the who's who will also go, as 
like as not. Sooner or later, the 
defences of the men and woman in 
the central bank, the commercial 
banks, and the Treasury, will all give 


way and the procession through the 
exit will start. We don’t need a 
commission of inquiry for that, 
either. 

The job of the commission of 
inquiry should be to investigate the 
forthcoming financial crash, not the 
one that took place in October 1983. 
It should investigate its causes, and 
recommend how it can be made less 
disastrous than it will otherwise be 
when it comes. I refer, of course, to 
the coming explosion of the internal 
debt balloon. 

Everything that the comptroller 
said about the manipulation of the 
bank shares is true of the govern- 
ment's debt to its citizens (of the 
external debt it is best not to speak). 
There is. so the theory goes, a dis- 
tinction to be made between man- 


ipulation of shares in a company or 
commercial enterprise, and that of 
government bonds. In practice, we 
have passed the point where that 
distinction has any meaning. 

AN EXAMINATION of the main 
factors that supported, and ultimate- 
ly exploded, the bank-share balloon 
shows clearly that the selfsame con- 
ditions exist with respect to the inter- 
nal debt: 

□ 1. The bank shares reached blo- 
ated prices, out of all proportion to 
their real value as representing 
assets in a going concern. This situa- 
tion resulted from a few years of 
artificially giving their holders huge 
real returns. 

The government debt is also char- 
acterized by high prices in the mar- 
ket. and full linkage plus interest in 


non-negotiable instruments, out of 
all proportion to the ability to repay 
it. This situation has resulted from 
many years of artificially high real 
returns-gi yen by the government to its 
debt-holders. 

□ 2. The constant rise in prices was 
maintained by new purchases, made 
by new suckers drawn into the “false 
spell of easy profits." as the comp- 
troller so aptly put it. Most of these 
buyers were persuaded that bank 
shares were the best investment 
possible, with no comparable 
alternative. 

The constant growth in the gov- 
ernment debt is maintained by new 
purchases, made by citizens flush 
with money off the government 
printing presses, who believe that 
govenment paper is a guaranteed, 
risk-free and real-profit-bearing in- 
strument. so that no alternative is 
worthwhile. 

□ 3. The rise in the value of the bank 
shares became detached from real 
value, because their inflation- 
adjusted profits were falling and 
their bad debts were growing. 

The growth in the government's 
inremal debt is increasingly divorced 
from its ability to repay it. or even 
service the interest on it. because it is 
incapable of passing laws and col- 
lecting taxes already on the books. 
At the same time, the lack of growth 
in the economy makes it less likely 


that this debt will be repayable in the 
future. 

□ 4. The bank shares became in- 
creasingly vulnerable to a “run" on 
them that would trigger a collapse, 
bbth because of lack of confidence in 
their continued rise and. as a re- 
sponse to outside events (such as 
expectation of a large devaluation). 

The government debt is in- 
creasingly vulnerable to the same 
factors, and for the same reasons, 

□ 5. The reason such a “run" could 
succeed was the highly liquid nature 
of the bank shares, with the banks 
standing behind them arid buying 
them from any and every seller - for 
as long as they could. 

The government debt is. in very 
large measure, completely liquid: 
Patam accounts are instantly avail- 
able. bonds are supported' in the 
market, and billions of dollars of 
savings schemes and provident funds 
are also available to their owners at 
very short notice. 

□ 6. The scale of the bank shares' 
values and their liquidity served to- 
distort monetary policy and inter- 
fered with economic policy general- 
ly. 

The government debt, which is 
now - at S35 billion - five times the 
size of the bank-share market at its 
peak, plays the same spoiling role, to 
the power of five. 

□ 7. The manipulation of the bank 


shares destroyed the purpose and 
use of the share market, and has 
rendered it moribund, possibly for 
years to come. 

The manipulation of the govern- 
ment debt has paralyzed the whole 
capital market and the effects of a 
collapse in the government's ability 
to repay its debr are too horrible to 
contemplate. 

In sum, both the bank shares in 
the past, and the government debt 
today (of which the bank shares, 
now covered by the "arrangement." 
are part) are two manipulations of 
the same kind. They are a game sold 
by an idiot, full of paper shekels, 
signifying nothing. 

THE MONSTROUS scale of the 
internal debt, when compared with 
the government's shrinking tax-base 
and our stagnant economy, make it 
inevitable that in due course this 
balloon will explode. It will be the 
third stage in the elimination of the 
paper wealth of the public, following 
the crash of the non-bank shares in 
early 1983 and the bank-share catas- 
trophe of October of that year. This 
final crash, involving vastly greater 
sums, will make the others seem like 
Sunday school outings. 

The, forthcoming "commission of 
inquiry should seek to do two things. 
It should show how 3ll the govern- 
ments. politicians and civil servants 


alike, have for 10 years or more 
refused to take the necessary econo- 
mic measures that could have got rid 
of. or at least reduced the scale of. 
this threat. It should explain to the 
public how it was misled by its lead- 
ers of every stripe. 

It should not waste its time look- 
ing for petty fiddles and minor legal 
violations. It should come out and 
say that such prolonged delinquent 
irresponsibility by so many could (if 
it has not already) ruin the whole 
country. 

It should then recommend how. 
even at this late stage, the coming 
crash can be minimized- It will protv j 
ably have to recommend all the | 
brutal policies to eliminate inflation j 
at one srroke and wipe out most of 1 
the paper value of the public s so- 
called savings — something that > 
should have been done years ago. j 

It is highly unlikely, of course, that | 
any such inquiry will be undertaken. 
As in the bank-share fiasco, every, 
body knows that the proverbial writ- 
ing is on the wall, and the subject has 
been endlessly analysed - and yet 
nothing has been done, and it seems 
a fair bet that nothing will be done. 

But the lesson of the bank-share 
disaster is dear enough: stop the rot. 
And if that is io be done, then 'mere 
well it were done quickly.

LN SOME quarters sour reactions 
have greeted the U S. request that 
the government permit it to set up a 
Voice of America radio transmitter 
in Israel.

Only last week 
it was reported that official anti- 
Semitic literature is now being distri- 
buted at Soviet ports. Almost every 
day there is new harassment, de- 
signed to crush the spirit of proud 
Jews, fantastic charges are levelled 
against them (like drugs in mezu- 
zot). there are new arrests, new 
banishments, accompanied by cold- 
blooded brutality. Anatoly Shchar- 
ansky. Yosef Begun, IdaNudel-the 
list of victims grows ever longer. Not 
to mention the small fact that the 
Soviet Union has for yean been the 
foremost purveyor, along with the 
Arabs, of international propaganda 
and incitement to action against 
Israel. 

With this - and so much more - in 
full view, these people urge that 
Israel should not do anything that 
might annoy the Russians. To make 
their case, they hardly mention what 
the Soviet Union has been and is 
doing to its Jewish dtizens. Thus. 
Prof. Shlomo Avineri dismisses that 
whole subject by saying that Israel 


Handling the 
superpowers

would like to see “a more liberal 
Soviet policy towards its Jewish com- 
munity." (“Speaking for ourselves." 
The Jerusalem Post. January 2, 
1985). Others (again ignoring the 
realities of the Soviet Inquisition) 
suggest that Israel should now seek 
“dialogue" with Moscow, and the 
re-establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

Cravenness thus once again 
proves to be wedded to stupidity. 
The USSR after all proclaims almost 
weekly that for the boon of diploma- 
tic relations. Israel must pay by prior 
acceptance of all the Arabs’ territo- 
rial demands. 

If the proposed posture of resigna- 
tion were extended to its logical 
conclusion, all protests and demon- 
strations against Soviet anti-Semitic 
persecution and propaganda should 
cease. After all, they undoubtedly 
anger the Soviets. 


WHEREAS, in fact, human dignity, 
a minimum of national self-respect 
that the protection of Soviet Jewry - 
demand that protest and demonstra- 
tion be intensified and accelerated. 
Those heroic men and women in the 
USSR could probably assure a quiet 
life for themselves, albeit as second- 
or third-class dtizens. suffering only 
the barbs of anti-Semitic propagan- 
da and discrimination, but freed 
from personal persecution. 

It is, however, they, armed as they 
are only with the desperate resolu- 
tion not to deny their identity or 
their identification with their nation, 
who insist that the public campaign 
on their behalf be intensified. They 
are certain that only in such a cam- 
paign, echoing throughout the 
world, lies their hope for them; and, 
not waiting for our approval, they 
persist in their doughty, dignified 
stance. 

Their belief is founded in experi- 


ence. It was only when Jewish activ- 
ists in the early '70s broke through 
the wall of silence, demanding the 
right to leave the Soviet state, that 
Moscow opened the gates. Later, it 
was when the world-wide protest 
movement was at its height that the 
number of exit permits readied its 
peak. 

Even if Soviet reactions were to be 
considered, ‘it can be said with assur- 
ance that the Soviets will not allevi- 
ate their treatment of Jews one whit 
if Israel withholds its consent to the 
U.S. request. It would be a grotes- 
que blunder for Israel to administer 
a gratuitous snub to the U.S. in order 
to “appease” Moscow. This is an 
important matter on which Israel can 
help the U.S. The government 
should not delay its positive reply. 

REGRETTABLY, the U.S. has it- 
self been pursuing a policy inimical 
to Israeli interests and to the in- 
terests of Soviet Jewry. Washington- 
is administering an ongoing snub to 
Israeli sovereignty and is helping to 
provide the Soviet Union with an 
unanswerable excuse for shutting 
the gates against Jews’ leaving. 

- The condition for Soviet acquiesc- 
ence in the emigration of Jews - as a 
glaring exception to the rigid Soviet 
refusal to allow other people to emi- 
grate - was that Jews proceed to join 
relatives in Israel as their homeland. 
That is what mgde, possible, the 
strange phenomenon of Jews. leaving 
the USSR for Israel even while Mos- 
cow was urging all the Arab states to 


join fcgypt ana JSyna in their Yom 
Kippur attack on Israel. 

In time, it became evident that 
many Soviet Jews (for various 
pragmatic reasons) had been pur- 
suaded to prefer going to the U.S. It 
was, however, the Israeli entry visa 
and Israel's willing undertaking of 
the practical arrangements for the 
transfer of emigrants that set up an 
agreement in fact between Israel and 
the USSR to ensure that the condi- 
tion for the Soviet exit permit would 
be fulfilled, and the emigrants would 
go to Israel. 

Even countries at war sometimes 
reach specific agreements; and 
agreements should be kept. This is 
most certainly the case in Israel's 
agreement on the aliya of Jews from 
the USSR, especially as Moscow can 
always shut the gates at will. What 
could be more foolish than to endan- 
ger the welcome change that had 
taken place in Soviet policy? 

THAT IS exactly what was done. 
Certain Jewish elements in the U.S., 
prominently the Hias organization, 
pounced on the idea of capitalizing 
on some Soviet Jews’ doubts about 
Israel, by offering them the alterna- 
tive of going to the U.S. 

The result was a surge of “drop- 
outs” who went to the U.S. - in 
breach of the emigrants' undertak- 
ings and of the understanding be- 
tween Israel and the USSR.! The 
, -organizers- and, defenders of> this 
breach, claim drat they are thereby 
helping Soviet Jews to freedom.: 


How careless with the truth can 
people get? The Soviet Union, for all 
its sins, allows Jews out of its own 
free will - the Israeli visa and an 
invitation from a relative in Israel 
enables them to leave the USSR, it is 
only when they have reached Vien- 
na, where they are already free, that 
Hias steps in to make them “free" - 
free of Israel. 

The promoters- of this charade also 
urge the right of Soviet Jews to 
“freedom of choice." Two of them 
(Morey Scbapira and Lynn Singer) 
wrote (The Jerusalem Post. Novem- 
ber 13. 1984): 

“The freedom to live in the coun- 
try of one's choice is the embodi- 
ment of American democracy." 

This is specious nonsense. Is any 
Frenchman, or Turk, or Ethiopian 
free to go and live in the LLS. or any 
other countiy he “chooses”? But the 
Russian emigrant has in any case a 
prior obligation to honour his under- 
taking to go to Israel. None of the 
moralize rs or babblers about freedom 
of choice would dare claim that once 
having signed a contract, or a che- 
que. they themselves would feel 
“free to dioose" whether to honour 
their signature or not. 

THE WHOLE machination could 
not succeed, however, without the 
crucial cooperation of the U.S. gov- 
ernment. The drop-out. guided by 
Hias officials, goes off to Italy 
where, again on the strength of his 
Israeli visa, he is allowed transit. In 


Rome he goes to the U.S. Embassy, 
which confers on Him the false status 
of a “refugee . " He is then hustled off 
to the U.S. 

The U.S. government thus treats 
the Israeli visa with contempt - the 
visa which is the symbol and certifi- 
cate of the Jewish people's hard-won 
sovereignty. The conferment of “re- 
fugee” status on people who hold a 
valid Israeli visa is an act unfriendly j 
to Israel. It reflects, knowingly or 
not. a 70-year-old anti-Zionist tradi- 
tion in the State Department. 

More serious even for Soviet 
Jews: Moscow’s condition for their 
release having been flagrantly 
violated, it is presented on a platter 
with the perfect excuse for shutting 
the gates against those remaining 
Jews who wish to leave. 

FOR YEARS Israeli governments . 
tolerated this situation - intimidated I 
by the demagogic threat that they . 
might be regarded as “illiberal.’' 
Recently, however, they appear to : 
have awakened to the enormity of 
the danger - and to the absurdity, in 
the circumstances, of the “drop- 
out. "of calling on Moscow to lei the . 
Jews go to their homeland. 

It is essential and urgent that the ' 
most energetic diplomatic, and pnb- , 
lie. campaign be launched to pur- - 
suade the U . S. government to aban- •„ 
don its hurtful policy. If there is any _ 
chance of Moscow's reopening the 
gates, the U.S. and the Jewish peo- 
ple should not be encouraging them - 
not to do so. 


“AND JACOB lived in the land of 
Egypt 17 years. ..And the time drew 
near for Israel to die" (Genesis 
47:28-29). Within the same breath 
the patriarch is called both “Jacob” 
and “Israel.” This, like other such 
changes in the biblical text, are not 
without reason. 

Earlier in his career, as Jacob is 
about to cross over into the Prom- 
ised Land, the angel of God says to 
him. at the end of a tough struggle: 
"Thy name shall be called no more 
Jacob, hut Israel, for thou has wres- 
tled with God and with men. and 
hast prevailed" (Gen. 32:29). This 
heroic period in the patriarch's life 
comes to an end as he is about to 
leave the land and go down into 
Egypt. "And God spoke unto Israel 
in the visions of the night, and said. 
Jacob. Jacob!” (ibid. 46:2). With the 
going down into exile, comes also a 
regression, from Israel back to 
Jacob. 

Seventeen years Jacob lived in 
Egypt, and must have been enjoying 
his comfortable living conditions in 
the "best of the land" (ibid. 6) given 
to him bv Pharaoh. He must have 
also enjoyed the company of chil- 
dren and grandchildren, who lived 
nearby: he certainly enjoyed his so- 
cial status, being able to boast justly 
about the accomplishments of “my 
son the top executive of the coun- 
try.” Yet. with all this, he was only 
Jacob. No more Israel: no more 
heroic wrestling with God or with 
men. 

The approach of the end of his life 
shakes him out of his complacency. 
"And the time drew near for Israel 
to die." and as his mind reverts back 
to his own life and his own land, he is. 
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suddenly Israel again. 

After 1 7 years as Jacob, he is again 
Israel, as he summons his son Joseph 
with his whole-hearted plea: “Bury 
me not. I pray thee . in Egypt." 

HE MAKES JOSEPH take an oath 
and promise to fulfill his last request. 
His dear son Joseph should not allow 
the dream of Israel to be buried in 
Egypt. Jacob's death should not 
spell the end to the fiery covenant of 
Abraham . the sacrificial readiness of 
Isaac, the wrestling with God and 
men of Jacob-tumed-Israel. “Bury 
me nor, I pray thee, in Egypt!" 

According to the rabbis in the 
midrash. Jacob did not wish to be 
buried, even temporarily, in Egypt, 
as he feared two things: that the 
Egyptians would accord him a royal 
funeral and have him buried in the 
tombs of the king: and that they 
might convert his grave into a holy 
shrine. Both possibles disturbed 
him equally. 

Jacob was aware of how much 
good and glory his descendants 
might bring to the great Egyptian 
civilization. The prospect of his 
being buried with the kings, was 


proof of how much his family had 
contributed already, and might even 
more so in the future, to the coun- 
try's political system. If this would 
not have been enough to convince 
him that their place should be in 
Egypt, there was the other prospect, 
that bis grave could become a holy 
shrine. Just think of the valuable 
religious and moral contribution 
Jacob and his clan could make to 
Egyptian society! 

Jacob, however, did not let him- 
self be swayed by those temptations. 
He had one and only are request: 
“Bury me not. I pray thee, in 
Egypt!" He wants to be taken home, 
so that his children will know where 
they really belong. Thus, as his days 
draw to the end, he wants to be Israel 
again. He prefers a negligible cave in 
Hebron all his own, to a glorious 
pyramid on the Nile built for him by 
othebs. 

Joseph promises, even takes an 
oath, to fulfill his father’s wish. 
“And he said. T will do. as thou hast 
said’- (verse 30). 

Some commentators (Kli Yakar. 
Shila) suggest an interesting twist in 
understanding the words of Joseph. 


They read them as following: “And 
he said. I (too. just like you) will do 
(when my time comes to’die) as thou 
hast said (to ask to be buried in the 
land of Israel).” Which he actually 
did (see the end of Genesis, 50:25). 

THE VERY LAST ACT Jacob 
performed was to meet his grand- 
children, Ephraim and Menasseh, 
the children of Joseph and his Egyp- 
tian wife Asenath, who were born 
and raised as Egyptian princes. 
Upon meeting them for the last time 
in his life, he declares (48:5): “Thy 
two sons who were born unto thee in 
the land of Egypt before I came here 
are mine." 

To make sure that the dream of 
Israel is not to be buried in Egypt, 
Jacob turns to the young generation. 
“The angel which has redeemed me 
from all evil, bless the lads, and let 
my name be named on them and the 
name of my fathers Abraham and 
Isaac” (48:15-16). He is not con- 
cerned about his own children, the 
first generation of immigrants, who 
still remember the "old country" 
and the bouse of Jacob in which they 
grew up. To make sure that the chain 
of tradition continues, he tries to 
communicate with the third genera- 
tion, his grandchildren. 

While there are animals and birds 
who relate to their offspring, only 
humans, I believe, relate to grand- 
children. For that relationship to be 
meaningful, one has to be able to 
transmit to grandchildren the tradi- 
tion one received from grandpa- 
rents. 

Jacob knew that he was responsi- 
ble for the fate of his grandchildren. 
If he did not transmit to them the 
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blessings of his tradition, someone 
else, at a much later date, might 
remind them of it in most horrible 
ways. Thus writes philosopher Emil 
Fackenbeim in his epoch-making 
work on the Holocaust: “The one 
million Jewish children murdered in 
the Nazi Holocaust died neither be- 
cause of their faith, nor in spite of 
their faith. They were murdered be- 
cause of the faith of their great- 
grandparents. Had these great- 
grandparents abandoned their Jew- 


ish faith, and failed to bring up 
Jewish children, .then their fourth 
generation descendants might have 
been among the Nazi executioners, 
not among their Jewish victims.” 

Jacob realized that grandparents, 
no less than parents (who are poten- 
tial grandparents) carry responsibil- 
ity for the fate and faith of their 
grandchildren. 

Who is a Jew? Not one who can 
boast about his Jewish grandparents 


(and who among us cannot boasl 
about at least one great rabbLin the 
family?), but one who can speak 
with confidence about his Jewish 
grandchildren. This one can do when 
following in the footsteps of Jacob, 
who said to Joseph (48:9): “Bring ' 
them. I pray thee, unto me." '

Security is the supreme, omnl-

1 of judgement or camouflage acts of 
lawlessness. Rarely is the public 
... '• made aware of the fact that national 

■ security is not the mere accumula- 
tion of armaments, manpower and 
' cfcplay of military prowess, but the 

overall state of the nation - the sum 
total of its physical, mental and mor- 
' al health; the standard of its educa- 
tion; the soundness of its economy; 
the rationality of its decisioii- 
. makers; the quality of its foreign 
relations; the strength of its links 
.with the Diaspora; the cohesion and 
vitality of its society; and the spirit of 
its people. 

The disregard of the complexity of 
security makes the public receptive 
to simplistic indoctrination, obscur- 

• ing at times the existence of far- 
■ reaching and even harebrained de- 
signs. Israel's intervention in Leba- 

- non is the most stunning example of 
;how obfuscation, fluster and bluster 
can create not only an impenetrable 
mist but also an inextricable mess. 

Von Clausewitz, the military phi- 
losopher, counselled that: “No one 
in his senses should start a war 
without being dear-in his mind what 

■ -he intends to achive by the war and 

• how he intends to condnct it." Shar- 
on and Rafael Eitan, who planned 

■ the war in Lebanon, may have been 
clear in their mind on their inten- 
tions. but completely befogged in 


What 

their judgement of their achievabil- 
ity. 

"Operation Peace for Galilee," as 
the slogan-makers camouflaged the 
massive military move, was pre- 
sented as a walk-over, limited in 
territorial extent and operational 
duration - 40 kilometres deep and 48 
hours long. Its sole proclaimed 
objective was the destruction of the 
PLO positions and installations. Its 
avowed public assurance: the avoi- 
dance of military confrontation with 
Syria. 

WHAT happened is known, but un- 
fortunately the rest is not history. It 
is the present-day dilemma from 
which the government seeks a way 
out. .As Jong as it adheres to the 
spurious version that the aim of the 
military intervention was to end 
once and for all the shelling of north- 
ern Galilee from terrorist positions 
in Southern Lebanon . it will encoun- 
ter considerable difficulty in con- 
vincing some people of the absolute- 
ly necessity to get out of the 
Lebanese embroglio without further 
delay. If the government refrains 
from dissociating itself from Be- 
gin 's boastful pledge that not a single 
katyusha will fall any more on Kiryat 
Shmona. it will remain captive of a 
policy of empty promises unrelated 
to existing realities. 

After a year, marked by the abs- 
ence of attacks, Sharon converted 
Begin's promissory note, issued as 
an election ploy, into his long- 
planned military intervention in 
Lebanon. 

The government, the military and 
in fact any thinking person in Israel 
knows that as long as Arab hostility 
persists inside and outside of our 
borders, the whole country is frontier- 
land. There is no bomb-proof 
place, immune from terrorist attack. 
Operation “Peace for Galilee" was 
not only a misnomer but also a 
misconcept. It strained Israel's milit- 
ary capacity to an unreasonable ex- 
tent. It caused disproportionate los-

ses in men and material and im- 
paired the country's overall security 
without providing a cure-all for the 
afflicted area. 

It is a fallacy to believe that 
Israel's border areas can be pro- 
tected only by the military occupa- 
tion of buffer zones beyond its fron- 
tiers or by mutual contractual under- 
takings. Military occupation is a 
temporary measure of war. which 
can be terminated either by a peace 
settlement, or by unilateral annexa- 
tion, or by withdrawal when the cost 
exceeds the yield of security. 

A PEACE settlement with Lebanon 
or any other kind of agreement is 
under, the prevailing circumstances 
unattainable, because there is no 
government in Beirut willing, united 
and independent to conclude it. 
Lebanon, a country tom asunder, 
has lost its capacity to enter into 
domestic and foreign commitments, 
let alone implement them. The Sy- 
rian government rules the policies of 
Lebanon. It prescribes, and that not 


always successfully, its internal poli- 
tical and military dispositions and 
proscribes, and that with evident 
effect, its freedom of external ac- 
tion. 

On May 17. 1983. Israel signed 

with Lebanon a comprehensive 
agreement. While Israel insisted in 
the drawn-out negotiations on the 
elaboration of minute details. Syria 
used the time to recover from the 
blows the Israel Defence Forces bad 
inflicted on its army the previous 
year. Damascus increased the Soviet 
military presence in and political 
commitment to Syria and regained 
its position as the principal arbiter of 
Lebanon's fortunes. 

The agreement diligently negoti- 
ated by Israel, powerfully supported 
by the* U.S., reluctantly signed by 
Lebanon and openly defied by Syria . 
collapsed in no time like a house of 
cards under the fierce blast of Syrian 
opposition. 

It took six months and a heavy toll 
of human life until a frustrated Israel 
government decided to withdraw its 


forces TO the Awali line. There the 
waiting game continued. Waiting for 
what? For the Lebanese government 
_ to establish its authority? On the 
2 corn ran-, it suffered even more by its 
§■ inability to prevent the ferocious 
s» fighting between Druse and Chrisi- 
> ian militias in the Shouf mountains 
£ that followed the Israeli evacuation. 

Waiting for the Americans to pul 
their foot down? An unrealistic ex- 
pectation. The ground under their 
feet was burning. Instead of getting 
bogged down deeper in the 
Lebanese mire. Washington took 
the logical step of withdrawing its 
forces altogether. 

Waiting'for the stationing of UN 
forces in the areas evacuated by the 
IDF? What a strange metamorph- 
osis - the once much naligned Unifil 
now in the role of the protector of 
Israel's border security. Just as its 
failings were tendemiousiy exagger- 
ated in the past, so is its capacity 
overrated today. UN forces can only 
play a useful p3rt where both sides to 
the conflict need them. The time 
may come when Lebanon and Syria 
wili ask for a reinforced Unifil pre- 
sence. but not before Israel's with- 
drawal. Only then the Security 
Council will confirm its mandate and 
governments will respond to re- 
quests for additional troops. 

Waiting for Syria to be impressed 
by the IDF staring from its positions 
on Mount Baruk into the backyards 
of Damascus? They aren't. They 
simply do not blink. The Syrians 
apparently feel quite safe under the 
Soviet umbrella. The “big stick" of 
men and missiles Moscow is wielding 
in Damascus seems to be more per- 
suasive with Assad than the "soft 
speech" which is at present the only 
means available to American di- 
plomacy in Syria. Washington is well 
aware of this disparity and thus re- 
luctant to engage its prestige where it 
hardly can gain results. It prefers ro 
outflank Assad by supporting the 
alignment of Egypt. Jordan and Iraq 
against the alliance of Syria and Iran. 


a policy that does not add to Amer- 
ican popularity in Damascus. 

SO. WE ARE back at square one: 
stay put or get out. With the excep- 
tion of a bunch of fundamentalist 
fanatics invoking King Solomon's 
alliance (but not his wisdom) with 
the King of Tyre, the general public 
wants Israel to get out from Leba- 
non. and the sooner the better. The 
public feels that for too long they 
have been led down the garden path, 
zigzagging through a weird land- 
scape of death and devastation, and 
leading nowhere. 

After all the sacrifices, frustra- 
tions and bungling, the people ask 
the government to refrain from 
further procrastination and unrealis- 
tic expectations. The continued 
occupation of Southern Lebanon, 
even if reduced in area, will neither 
compel the Lebanese government to 
enter into contractual undertakings, 
nor induce Syria to make conces- 
sions to Israel, nor will the occupa- 
tion provide immunity from hostile 
action affecting Galilee. 

THE PRESENT local terror activi- 
ties in Southern Lebanon, claiming 
an almost daily toll of IDF casual- 
ties. will increase in volume and 
vehemence, bearing out Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin's forebod- 
ings of a Shi'ite-Israel w ar. Whoever 
predicts that the occupied Shi'ites 
will cooperate with Israel, and that 
their free brethren to the north and 
east will forsake them, is adding 
another piece of self-deception to 
the crumbling pile of previous delu- 
sions. Has Israel not enough adver- 
saries. near and far. to contend with? 
Will the transformation of our 
Shi'ite neighbours, who for a whole 
generation refrained from hostility 
against Israel, into cruel, sworn ene- 
mies. strengthen the security of our 
northern border? Will it save milit- 
ary and civilian lives? Of course not. 

A mobile striking force operating 
from Israel territory will be more 
effective and less costly to protect 
the peace of Galilee than an im- 
mobilized occupation force stuck in 
the Lebanese quagmire. 

What then is the explanation for 
the government's hesitation to end 
by a bold decision the Lebanese 


misadventure? Are there perhaps 
still some adventurers in high place'* 
who. relying un the hypnotic effect 
of the hawk-eyed gazers from Mount 
Baruk. are wailing for an opportun- 
ity to end the unfinished war with 
Syria by a bold stroke? Absurd. A 
government headed by Shimon 
Peres with Rabin in charge of de- 
fence does noi embark on “wars of 
choice." 

Is the reason for the hesitation to 
spare the Likud, responsible for the 
war in Lebanon, the embarjssment 
of admitting its dismal failure? Is it 
the fear of Sharon’s wrath, when 
confronted with shambles of hi> poli- 
cy? Is it the Likud's apprehension 
that with the removal of the 
Lebanese obstacle, the road will he 
open for new peace initiatives relat- 
ing to the future status of the admi- 
nistered territories? 

Or worst ofi all. Is the Alignment 
seeking a “lerniorial compromise 
of partial withdrawal for the sake of 
coalition convenience? Foreign 
Minister Shamir maintains that the 
army has to remain in Lebanon for 
“bargaining purposes." Bargaining 
with whom? With powerless Amin 
Jemavel or intransigent As>ad. who 
hasn't budged an inch for the last ten 
years? Or does Shamir mean plea 
bargaining with hi> coalition partner 
to acquit the Likud of its responsibil- 
ity for the Lebanese calamity? 

To bargain with what? The lives «U 
our men in the field and our material 
resources and moral reserves .it 
home? Our distress in Lebanon 
should be the last thing tor the 
politicians to play with their little 
Shas games. 

Does the government of national 
unity want to he rememhered in 
terms of Churehi I I's cast iga t n m of h is 
predecessor as being "decided only 
to be undecided, resol ved to be 
irresolute, adamant for drift and all 
powerful to be impotent"? Surely 
that is not the prime minister's idea 
of handling the affairs ot the nation. 

The people expect, and ihe situa- 
tion demands, the government to be 
resolved to be resolute and to rake a 
clear-cut decision to terminate 
Israel's involvement in Lebanon.

Holding off 
on Lebanon

BY NOW. it has become apparent 
that Assistant Secretary of State for 
Near Eastern and South Asian 
Affairs Richard Murphy returned to 
Washington late last month wkh few 
; - if any - tangible achievements in 
his bid to help secure an orderly 
Israeli withdrawal from South Leba- 
non. 

His low-key shuttle diplomacy was 
largely ineffective in narrowing the 
differences between Israel and 
Syria. 

■ Israel’s concept of an expanded 
Unifil presence in the years it would 
evacuate - coupled with a continuing 
■ security role provided by the pro- 
Israeli South Lebanese army of Gen. 
m Antoine Lahad - is still unacceptable 

to Damascus. 

* U.S. officials, in discussing the 
various diplomatic options now open 
to Washington in Lebanon, admit- 
ted In recent days that they are in a 
bind. 

For one thing, there is virtually no 
'one in the Reagan administration 
prepared to recommend a stepped- 
up U.S. mediation role involving a 
more senior American envoy than 
Murphy, although there have been 
some voices in the Middle East pro- 
posing such a step in recent days. 
- But the Reagan administration, 

{ understandably, wants to stay out of 
.’ the mess in Lebanon as much as 
00 possible. It learned its lessons the 
f bard way in the aftermath of the 
i ' bombings of the U.S. Marine head- 
quarters outside Beirut and the 
1 other U.S. Marine headquarters 
■4 outside Beirut and the other U.S. 
j embassy and diplomatic institutions 
there. Today, there are few- who are 
1 prepared to get involved again in 
*1 anything Lebanese. 

A FOR THE RECORD, the State 
§ Department continues to insist that 
n Murphy has been merely exploring 
J whether the time is yet ripe for a 
U.S. mediation role in Lebanon. 
^ U.S. spokesmen refuse to concede 
j that he already has been actively 
J involved in exactly that type of activ- 
j icy. They do not want to be embar- 


rassed by further political failures in 
Lebanon. ■ . 

For President Ronald Reagan, 
Secretary of State George Shultz, 
Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger and other senior admi- 
nistration policy-makers, the very 
word Lebanon has come to connote 
failure for America. Why allow the 
U.S. once again to fall into its trap? 

Specialists at the State Depart- 
ment and the White House recog- 
nize that a more prominent U.S. 
official might be able to have a 
greater impact on Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. But at least in the near 
future, the appointment of such a 
super-diplomat, with extensive clout 
in Washington, is unlikely- There 
are other more pressing foreign poli- 
cy priorities for the Americans, led 
by the matter of arms control nego- 
tiations with the Soviet Union. 

In addition, the current situation 
in Lebanon - as far as America is 
concerned - is nor all that intoler- 
able. Israel's continuing presence in 
the south is by no means upsetting to 
the administration. In fact. U.S. offi- 
cials appreciate the calming effect 
that the EDF often has in South 
Lebanon. 

U.S. OFFICIALS are among the 
first to acknowledge that they would 
oppose a hasty unilateral Israeli re- 
treat to the international border. 
That could lead to chaos in South 
Lebanon as the various ethnic, reli- 
gious and political groupings seek to 
fill the Israeli vacuum. 

In the process, there could be 


widespread violence, including mas- 
sacres, and 1 among the most en- 
dangered would be the Palestinians 
living in the refugee camps. 

There are still vivid memories in 
Washington of the unilateral Israeli 
withdrawal from the Shouf Moun- 
tains outside Beirut in September 
1983 - a move opposed by the 
Reagan Administration at the time. 
The fighting among the Lebanese 
which came in its wake was brutal. 

No one in Washington believes 
that the Lebanese Army has the 
ability to prevent such turmoil from 
erupting in the south. The regular 
army has had enough problems 
merely securing sections of Beirut, 
let alone the surrounding areas. 

As far as South Lebanon is con- 
cerned, the Americans are in basic 
agreement with Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres and others in the Israeli 
cabinet about what needs to be 
done. They support Israel’s demand 
for security arrangements. 

Repeatedly in recent weeks and 
months, officials in Washington 
have made clear that there is very 
little difference of opinion between 
the U.S. and Israel on this matter.- 
Only this week. Deputy Secretary of 
State Kenneth Dam made the point 
at the Foreign Press Centre in 
Washington. 

THERE IS ALSO very little differ- 
ence between Washington and Jeru- 
salem in terms of the fundamental 
analysis of the situation right now. 
The two countries have had exten- 
sive exchanges on all aspects of the 


problem, including the prevailing 
mood in Damascus, which is effec- 
tively calling the shots in Beirut. 

Lebanon’s coalition government 
of Prime Minister Rashid Karameh 
is seen in Washington - as it is in 
Jerusalem - as a de facto wholly 
owned subsidiary of the Damascus 
regime. President Amin Jemayal. in 
the process, is seen as largely help- 
less. 

The Syrians, with apparent Soviet 
backing, are holding firm in their 
demands that Israel simply leave 
Lebanon with no tangible security 
achievements. 1 

According to specialists in the 
U.S. the Syrians have very little 
incentive today to compromise since 
they are carefully following the de- 
bate within Israel regarding a uni- 
lateral withdrawal. 

Why make concessions, the Sy- 
rians ask, when they may be able to 
pull off a total Israeli pullback by 
simply doing nothing? 

Assad, according to U.S. officials, 
has toughened his stance in recent 
months. He wants to grind Israel 
down. Thus, it is unlikely that any 
U.S. official today will praise Syria's 
“helpful" role in Lebanon - as Mur- 
phy had done last summer during 
testimony before a House Foreign 
Affairs sub-committee. The Syrians 
feel very little need to compromise. 

THAT HELPS to explain why sever- 
al influential U.S. experts, both in- 
side and outside the administration, 
believe that the Syrian position is 
unlikely to change until there has 
been a fundamental realignment in 
the balance of power on the ground. 
In short, they insist, there has to be 
greater military pressure orv.the Sy- 
rians to compromise. 

Israeli troops may be sitting on the 
strategically important highlands 
overlooking the Bekaa valley with a 
powerful array of electronic monitor- 
ing equipment - within range of 
Damascus - but the Syrians are 
apparently not really worried that 
another full-scale confrontation is 
about to erupt. 


There are some outspoken U.S. 
officials who insist that the only way 
to convince Assad and his general's 
to accept some basic security 
arrangements for Israel in South 
Lebanon is to scare them militarily - 
the way they were scared into 
accepting the Undof arrangements 
on the Golan Heights in 1974. 
“Raise the ante," one American 
official counselled. 

THE SYRIANS are not the only 
ones who can play brinksmanship in 
the Middle East. Israel, said U.S. 
officials, can play that game os well. 
Both Damascus and Moscow must 
recognize that another full-scale war 
between Israel and Syria would 
again result in a devastating Syrian 
defeat, despite the massive Soviet 
arms resupply over the past two 
years. 

In a one-to-one confrontation, 
Israel has the might to win derisively 
and quickly, although Israel would 
indeed suffer greater losses in terms 
of soldiers and equipment than it did 
during the summer of 1982. 

"The problem is that the public 
mood in Israel is not prepared for 
this type of brinksmanship right 
now," an American official com- 
mented. “The Syrians are smart. 
They know this. So the military 
pressure for them to compromise 
does not really exist.” 

Former secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger has told friends in recent 
weeks that Israel should hold firm, 
that it should not budge from its 
current lines until the Syrians are 
ready to compromise. 

A unilateral Israeli withdrawal 
from Lebanon - unaccompanied by 
any serious security arrangements - 
would send a very negative signal 
throughout the Arab world, accord- 
ing to Kissinger. Israel can be press- 
ured into retreat. Syria's political 
stock in the Arab world would auto- 
matically rise - at the expense of the 
more pro-American countries in the 
region. And this would be translated 
into a Soviet triumph over America. 


CHTTI.S AND ILLS

J According to one Tel Aviv general 
H jvactitkwfer, at least 65 per cent of 
! the patients he sees during this sea-' 
j son suffer from nranife stations of the 
J above-mentioned ills, with symp- 
toms like fever, earache, sore throat, 
'j: cough, runny or stuffed nose, 

nausea, body aches and pains. 


While it’s wise to consult a health 
professional if any of these symp- 
toms persist for more than a few 


days, or if symptoms worsen as the 
days go on. there are home remedies 
that one can try to alleviate and 


sometimes rid the sufferer of his 
discomfort. Some of these might fall 
under the category of "folk re- 
medies," but today we know that 3n 
increasing number of these have a 
scientific basis. 

Most remedies and preventive 
“medicines" are based on herbs, 
spices and standard items in the 
household like onions, garlic, honey 
and lemons. Besides the fact that 
these ingredients make delicious 
additions to various dishes, their 
health application makes them parti- 
cularly desirable to have on hand in 
this chilly season. 

To help relieve sore throats and 
coughs, it’s advisable to avoid dairy 
products, which contribute ro the 
formation of phlegm in the upper 
respiratory tract. Gargling with salt 
water or herbal teas made from sage 
(marva in Hebrew) and/or worm- 
wood [sheba - a herb used fresh by 
Oriental Jews in tea, available in 
major open-air markets) mixed with 
glycerine if desired (available in 
pharmacies), will assist in relieving 
spre throats. Tea made with thyme 
(timin or bat koranii) and honey 
helps relieve coughs. 

An old American pioneer remedy 
for coughs and flu (also used by 
other ethnic peoples) calls for mixing 
the freshly squeezed juice of a large 
onion with honey and a pinch of 
thyme. The resulting mixture is sim- 
mered to a thick syrup and given a 
teaspoon several times a day.

To alleviate the symptoms of 
colds, including headaches and sto- 
mach spasm, try tea made from 
rosemary (rozmarinK which grows 
around Jerusalem and Haifa, mixed 
with sage, lavender ie\'ozion refueel 
peppermint inana). lemon verbena 
[lueza ) or camomile (babonag). This 
is incredibly potent. Each of these 
teas taken individually are a more 
mild treatment. 

Perspiring is considered to be 
helpful in reducing fever. Besides 
getting under warm blankets you 
might add a small amount of pow- 
dered ginger to herbal drinks or the 
bath water. At the onset of a cold 
this may spark the system. Cayenne 
pepper, viewed by many herbolog- 
ists as a “panacea herb." can be 
substituted. 

General remedies for the ailing 
include the prolific use of onions, 
garlic and lemon juice - as much and 
as fresh as possible. Garlic, known to 
have antibiotic properties was used 
by the British in World War I to treat 
wounds and by the Russians in 
World War II for wounds and as an 
ami-flu measure. To draw out the 
pain from earaches and toothaches. 
Slivers of garlic wrapped in gauze 
may be placed on the affected area. 
To clear the sinus passages, fry snif- 
fing fresh-cut lemon or onion. 

Vitamin C is most helpful in the 
prevention of winter's ills. Best of 
ail. a balanced healthy diet, low in 
fats and sugar and high in fibre. 


KISSINGER and many others in 
Washington, therefore, would like 
any talk of a unilateral withdrawal 
stopped since it effectively removes 
any great incentive on the Syrians to 
cooperate. 

In the coming weeks, the Reagan 
Administration will be reassessing 
the broad outlines of its policy in 
Lebanon. But given the domestic 
political mood in the United States 
towards that ravaged country and 
the other seemingly greater priori- 
ties right now in American foreign 
policy, there should be no expecta- 


tions of any fundamental change. 
Israel, as a result, should not rely on 
Uncle Sam to get its troops out of 
Lebanon. 

Syria may yet recognize that iis 
own national interests - as well as 
those of the Soviet Union - mighi 
best be served bv some easing of the 
tensions in the Bekaa. Alter all. they 
are the ones who would suffer most, 
politically as well as militarily, front 
another round of fighting with 
Israel.

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GERSHON AVNER, veteran* 
Israeli diplomat whose last post be- 
fore retirement was as president of 
Haifa University, first became 
known to me id Oxford as a young 
..undergraduate from Palestine. He 
attended a seder held by the Oxford 
University Jewish Society at my 
rooms in college on the eve of World 
War II. I knew him then as Gershon 
Hirsch. 

By 1949. he was serving - still a 
young bachelor - in Israel's equally 
youthful Foreign Ministry. He hap- 
pened to be a keen ballroom dancer. 
What has that to do with diplomacy? 
Ah. but there was someone else at 
the time who danced well: a lady 
called Mrs. Ethridge. 

Mark Ethridge, her husband, 

, didn't dance. Owner of the Louis- 
■ ville 'Courier , he had been appointed 
- American delegate to the Palestine 
Conciliation Commission. The com- 
mission invited Israel and the Arab 
states for peace talks in Lausanne. 
Avner was a member of the Israeli 
mission. 

Mrs. Ethridge was interested in 
politics, and an influential person to 
boot - worth lobbying. Israel’s Fore- 
ign Ministry did not miss any tricks. 
The Americans and the Israelis were 
both accommmodated at the Beau 
Rivage Hotel, where a three-piece 
band performed at a ihi-dansant 
every day. Avner was deputed to 
dance - daily - with Mrs. Ethridge. 
Which he did conscientiously. 

The result? “I think she got to 
entertain friendly feelings for our 
side.” he records modestly. “The 
trouble was I only possessed one 
jacket. Each day, I had to take it to 
the dry-cleaners at 9 a.m. for a rush 
job so that it should be free of 
lipstick marks in time for our meet- 
ing with the commission at eleven.” 

AVNER LATER became chargd 
d'affaires in Budapest and Sofia. 
“There were 100,000 Jews locked up 
in Hungary.” he recalls. “Once we 
had a short memorial service in the 
embassy for parents and relatives - 
still residing in Hungary - of young- 
er, sters who had been killed fighting in 
our War of Independence. A dozen 
turned up. My chauffeur (appointed 
by the Hungarians) opened the door 
and peered in. uninvited, to see who 
was there. The next day all those 
who had been there were arrested. 

IThat is how Hfe was. We felt 
caged - and not only us. To give you 
an idea: at official receptions, all 
Western diplomats were entertained 
in£ separate room, with one Hunga- 
rian present. The main reception 
was held elsewhere. The Westerners 
were outcasts.” 

Were there any amusing moments 
to^ relieve the tension? “I happened 
tojbe in Bulgaria and had to return to 
Budapest by air for Hungary's 
national day (in 1953). The plane 
reached its Hungarian destination, 
but was not allowed to land because 
the Soviet contingent had arrived. 
We were forced to circle until their 
large and ultra-important delegation 
was cleared from the airfield. 

i'Eventuallv we touched down, 
arid the stewardess motioned my 
wife, Vael, and myself to the exit. As 
we stepped onto the gangway, we 
blinked in amazement. 

“Facing us below, smartly in pa- 
rade order, was a battalion of the 
Hungarian Army. In the middle 
stood half the Hungarian politburo. 
Behind them a military band was 
preparing to strike up the Red Flag 
anthem. 

“For one moment, everything 
froze. Realization dawned that there 
had been a terrible misunderstand- 
iV big. The people on the ground had 
thought that the plane circling over- 
head was the Soviet plane, arrived 
from Moscow. 

“As soon as they perceived their 
blunder, everybody decamped. 
TTiere was a wild exodus, as from a 
sinking ship. The military, the politi- 
cians. the instrumentalists all fled in 
near-panic. 

“We descended the steps slowly 
and walked to the terminal amid the 
relics of the reception parade. It 
was like after a pogrom." 

A majority of the Hungarian polit- 
*4 burc at the rime were Jews, includ- 
^ ing the head of the Communist Par- 
ty, Matyas Rakosi. “At a New 
Year's Eve reception, Rakosi shook 
1 hands with all the foreign diplomats, 
except me. I was the one bead of 
-mission that he never received at his 



official residence. 

“The Jews in the Communist lead- 
ership remained doctrinally correct. 
Yet not a few had been members of 
Hashomer Hatza’ir in their young 
days and managed to let me know 
that they admired the Zionist 
achievement. ’ . - - .v 

“They remembered, they said, 
Waldman Batshi (Uncle Waldman). 
Who was' that? None other than 
Meir Ya’ari of Mapam. But they 
hastened to add: ‘He was wrong and 
you are wrong. That is not the solu- 
tion to the Jewish problem. World 
Communism is the solution. Still, we 
never thought you'd make it. All 
credit to you for that, even though 
we are and shall remain on opposite 
sides of the fence. ' 

“Their Communist equality didn’t 
last long,” says Avner. “Came the 
Slansky trial in Prague, and Khrush- 
chev's celebrated admonition in Po- 
land that ‘There are too many Abra- 
moviches here.' By the time of the 
Hungarian uprising in 1956, there 
were no Jews left in the top eche- 
lon.” 

THE SOVIET UNION broke off 
relations with Israel in 1952 over a 
trifling episode: someone had 
thrown a borfib at the Russian 
Embassy in Tel Aviv. Then Stalin 
died and the Kremlin decided to turn 
over a new leaf. 

“I was stationed in the Hungarian 
capital, and I had a resident counsel- 
lor in Sofia called Ben-Tsion Razin.” 
recalls Avner. “One fine day at a 
reception, the Polish ambassador 
got talking to him and steered the 
conversation in such a way that it 
became natural for Razin to ask 
what were the chances of renewed 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet 
Union. The ambassador said he'd 
inquire, and within 24 hours came 
back with the reply that there was a 
possibility of discussions. 

“Razin cabled the news to Foreign 
Minister Moshe Shanett, who in- 
structed me to rejoin Razin in Sofia. 

“Arriving there, I invited the Pol- 
ish ambassador round for a drink. 
He agreed to come in three days' 
time. Evidently his Russian col- 
league was seeking further instruc- 
tions from Moscow. By the third 
day, he had them. The Polish ambas- 
sador informed us over those drinks 
that the Soviet Ambassador Mikhail 
Bodrov was prepared to receive us. 

“A meeting was set up at the 
Russian Embassy, replete witb 
sumptuous food and liquid refresh- 
ment, ‘This is an exploratory talk,* 
Bodrov said. 'What are your feelings 
about relations with ns?' 

“I replied. *We would like to re- 
sume them. The bomb aimed at the 
Soviet Embassy was the act of a 
madman and we are sorry it hap- 
pened . Now it is up to you Russians. * 
He said he'd have to ask for more 
instructions. I phoned Yael in 
Budapest to tell her that I was stuck 
in Sofia for some time. 

“A few days later. Bodrov invited 
us to meet him again. He read out a 
despatch to the effect that the anti- 
Soviet atmosphere prevailing In 
Israel -had been partly responsible 
for the bombing, yet Moscow was 
prepared to consider restoring di- 
plomatic ties. But there most be 
indemnification for the damage 
done. Israel must declare it will not 
join any hostile combinatioqpf milit- 
ary forces against the Soviet Union 
or allow its territory to be used for 


aggression against the Soviet Union, 
etc., etc. 

“It was my turn to cable for in- 
structions. Two more days passed, 
witb me still in Sofia. In due course, 
Sharett's response came through, 
expressing (subject to some stylistic 
changes) agreement- with Russia's 
terms. 

“For the first time, Bodrov 
smiled. ‘You know,' he said, ‘I think 
that’s complete.’ and proceeded to 
announce that the Soviet govern- 
ment wished to appoint him. Bod- 
rov, as their ambassador in Tel Aviv. 

“The announcement of renewed 
relations was made simultaneously 
in Moscow and Tel Aviv. Bodrov 
invited us to a big reception in Sofia 
to celebrate the event. ‘No politics,’ 
he promised. I returned the next day 
to Budapest. My first job was to 
make a formal call on the Soviet 
ambassador there. 

“And that is how I came to meet 
Yuri Andropov, at the time ambas- 
sador in Hungary, later to become 
dictator of the Soviet Union.” 

IN 1953, Avner, then aged 33, was 
appointed counsellor at the embassy 
in London. It was a relief after 
Hungary, but the atmosphere was 
not easy there either. “The Kibya 
raid had made us unpopular. 
Anthony Eden proposed in a 
speech in the Guildhall a comprom- 
ise between the 1947 partition bor- 
der and the 1949 border - which 
didn't make him popular in Israel 
either.” 

In October, news broke of an 
Israeli incursion across the Egyptian 
frontier into Sinai. Ambassadors 
were called to Jerusalem for con- 
sultations - Abba Eban from 
Washington, Ya'acov Tsur from 
Paris and Avner’s boss, Eliahu Eilat, 
from London. This left Avner as 
charge d'affaires. 

Guy Mollet, premier of France, 
arrived in London with his foreign 
minister, Christian Pinaud, and they 
were closeted with their opposite 
numbers, Eden and John Selwyn- 
Lloyd. Avner was requested to come 
to the Foreign Ministry at 4 p.m. “I 
was supposed to receive a joint com- 
munique from the two governments. 

“I was certain that the document 
would fulminate against our ‘act of 
ag g ression' and would summon our 
troops to return to the Israeli border. 

I had no idea that the British and the 
French were with us in this: indeed. I 
thought - like everybody else in 
Israel at the time (except a close 
circle around Ben-Gurion) - that our 
operation was nothing more than a 
large-scale retaliatory raid. 

“I was received by Sir Ivone Kirk- 
patrick (Selwyn-Lloyd was in the 
House of Commons) and Pinaud. 
The Frenchman read out the com- 
munique. We were bidden to retreat 
-a mere 30 kilometres from the Suez 
Canal. That meant staying in Sinai! I 
was stupefied. I'd got used to indig- 
nant rebukes for every ir ru pti on we 
made into Arab territory. 

•“Are you sure there isn't a print- 
ing mistake in your text?' I asked 
innocently. The two men burst out 
laughing. ‘No,’ they assured me. 
There's no printing mistake.' ■ 

“Still the penny didn't drop. I 
cabled the information to Jerusalem - 
At 6-30 p.m.. Golda, then foreign 
minister, was on the phone to me. 
She hadn’t received the message yet 
(she was in Tel Aviv), but didn't

~ AVNER BECAME ambassador to 
Oslo, and in 1963 ambassador to 
Ottawa. Both of these posts were a 
treat: “The Norwegians admired 
enormously our aid activities in Afri- 
ca and Asia. The Canadians showed 
the same friendliness. Not being in- 
volved in Middle East politics, they 
could appreciate the Zionist 
achievement at its true worth.” 

Canada was at the time a member 
of the Security Council so became 
involved in the drafting of the now- 
famous Resolution 242.' “There was 
a great deal of to-ing and fro-ing. I 
was constantly seeking, on instruc- 
tions from above, meetings with the 
minister of external affairs. Paul 
Martin, to clarify different points. 

“Once my request for such a meet- 
ing met with head-scratching among 
his assistants: ‘His engagement- 
book is full, but you know what? He 
is off for his daily swim (the minister 
had suffered from polio as a child 
and needed-the exercise). Why don't 
you join him there?’^ 

“I arrived at the country club, and 
blanched at what I saw. It was the 
end of October - in Canada! - and 
the pool was an open-air one. ex- 
posed to the elements. He plunged 
in, and I plunged in after him. The 
water was freezing. As Martin 
£wam, be asked what I wanted. 

“Striving to keep up in my bor- 
rowed bathing trunks (I had come 
straight from the embassy). I splut- 
tered ray message as best I could. ‘In 
the preamble.’ I gasped, and 'As to 
para. 5', and ‘Concerning the phras- 
ing of para. 6.' Length after length I 
tried to make myself understood, 
though my arms were dropping off. 

“Eventually, we got out and dried 
ourselves, using a shared towel. The 
next day I opened the morning paper 
and saw a picture of myself with Paul 
Martin on the front page, with just 
our heads sticking out of the water. 
There had been a wedding at the 
country dub, andthe photographers 
could not resist the temptation of 
recording this unusual diplomatic 
encounter fo the press. 

“The Arab embassies published 
an angry protest. They were furious 
that such a sporting camaraderie 
seemed to be prevailing between the 
Canadian foreign minister and the 
Israeli ambassador." 

The East Europeans' are also 
zealous protestors. Avner was in- 
vited in Ottawa to address a conven- 
tion of Catholic leaders in 1966. In 
the third of three lectures, he talked 
about the persecution of Jews in 
pre-Hitler Poland, their exclusion 
from the civil service, the namerus 
clausus in schools and universities, 
etc. 

“The next day, I was called to the 
Canadian Foreign Ministry. Reluc- 
tantly they informed me that the 
Polish Embassy had protested. I 
pointed out that I had been talking 
about the reactionary pre- 
Communist regime, when most of 
Poland's present leaders had been 
silling in jail. 

*“We told them the same.* the 
Canadian assured me. ‘but they said 
the name of Poland must never be 
besmirched, and besides, the acts of 
discrimination that Mr. Avner de- 
scribed never happened.’ 

“I raised this subject on a later 
occasion with the Polish ambassador 
whom I knew well: ‘How can you 
dispute historic facts?' I asked him. 
‘Poland is Poland.’ he replied, ‘it is 
our motherland.'" 

A TALE THAT Avner heard from 
colleagues, though he was not pre- 
sent himself, is worth preserving: It 
concerns Israel’s first Knesset 
Speaker. Yosef Sprinzak. 

Sprinzak was visiting a South 
American country. As he descended 
from the plane, be was introduced to 
important government personalities 
who had come to meet him. One was 
the chief of police, or Polizia in 
Spanish. 

“‘Poalei Zion,* Sprinzak ex- 
claimed in gratification. 'We have.' 
he assured to the bewildered official 
in succulent Yiddish, ’many things io 
talk about.'”

The wave of aliya was so sudden 
that the Absorption Ministry had to 
induce othei immigrants to leave 
absorption centres to make way for 
the Africans. Hotels, army facilities, 
rest homes and Kupat Holim facili- 
ties were mobilized for the massive 
effort. 

Shenhar told reporters that 500 
permanent apartments were purch- 
ased with Jewish Agency money, 
and that an additional 700 will be 
constructed in the centre of the 
country to accommodate the new- 
comers permanently. The govern- 
ment decided not to' send the Ethio- 
pian Jews to renovated flats in urban 
slum areas that are managed by 
Amidar so as not to create social 
problems in a few years. 

Gilboa declared that the opera- 
tion proves the “evil" nature of the 
UN resolution equating Zionism 
with racism, since the Jewish State 
has gone all out to save black 
brethren. 

Pressed by journalists for exact 
numbers. Lewinsky would only say 
that “a little over 10.000” have ar- 
rived “in recent years." The Jeru- 
salem Post has learned that the 
actual number of Ethiopian Jews in 
Israel today is 12.500. 

Lewinsky also denied that Etfiio- 
pian Jew s were sent to Judea and 
Samaria.' But according to reports. 


the absorption centre in Kiryat Arba 
is nearly filled with Ethiopian im- 
migrants. and 15 families who ar- 
rived about two years ago are com- 
pletely integrated into the West 
Bank town’s life. 

Asked whether Israel had given 
Ethiopia compensation, in money or 
arms, in exchange for the Jews, 
Gilboa asserted “no." The Ethio- 
pian and Israeli peoples, he con- 
tinued, had developed a “strong 
affection" for each other in the years 
when Israeli agricultural and tech- 
no logical aid was permitted. 

The Ethiopian immigrants are 
brought from the airport to the 
Ashkelon transit centre. They ar- 
rive, many of them in rags, some 
barefoot. They generally have no 
possessions other than the clothes on 
their backs: white cotton or burlap 
robes, called shammas. 

At the centre they are brought to 
the modernistic dining room. They 
are in shock - they believe their 
rescue is a miracle, a chapter in the 
story of redemption. Israelis are 
stunned by the sight of the African 
Jews, who kiss the ground when they 
come off the plane- Some of the 
Ethiopians are visibly ill, or crip- 
pled. But most of them appear to be 
in excellent shape, considering the 
hardships they have undergone. 

Almost every family reports the 
death of a close relative. They tell 
their stories to Jewish Agency work- 
ers. including many veteran Ethio- 
pian immigrants who translate from 
Amharic to Hebrew. One woman, in 
tears, said that her child was killed 
by a python during the long and 
arduous joumey that preceded her 
rescue. 

Fantakwa Aviaham, 33, had been 
in prison twice for trying to escape. 
He succeeded the third time, bring- 
ing his wife and two children. His 
sister and her three children, howev- 
er, did not make it - they died of 
typhus. 

Temesku Tefera, a grey-haired 
60-year-old man , carried his 85-year- 
old father on his back a good part of 
the way out. 

Most of the Ethiopian Jews have 
no familiarity with the things a mod- 
ern society takes for granted: elec- 
tricity, running water, telephones. 
The plane trip is a terrifying experi- 
ence for some. The children are 
generally in awe, it is said. 

“Are we really in Jerusalem, in 
Zion?" is a common question. When 
rhey are told they are., they fall to the 
ground and kiss it. 

Officials try to match up the new 
arrivals with family members who 
preceded them, and give them new 
clothes: running shoes, parkas and 
track suits. 

The transformation is almost im- 
mediate: the refugee look is shed 
suddenly. Within 24 hours of their 
arrival, the Ethiopian Jews are given 
Israeli citizenship and identity cards. 
Two days after their arrival, they are 
sent on from Ashkelon to over two 
dozen absorption centres around the 
country. 

The Ethiopian Jews are also 


known as Falashas, but this is a slave 
term assigned to them by their neigh- 
bours and is not accepted by them.lt 
means "stranger" or "exile.” 

The Ethiopian Jews are an ancient 
tribe whose origios are shrouded in 
mystery. In 1973, former Sephardi 
chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef ruled that 
they were members of the Lost Tribe 
of Dan. one of the Ten Tribes of 
Israel that disappeared from history 
some 2,700 years ago during the 
Assyrian conquest. He based his 
decision on the rulings of many im- 
portant rabbis, including the Radbaz 
of Egypt in .the. 15th century, the 
19th-century German rabbi Azriel 
FBldesheimer. and the first chief 
rabbi of Palestine. Avraham Yitzhak 
Hacohen Kook. 

But most scholars believe the 
Ethiopian Jews are descendants of 
converts - from 1,500 years ago. or 
earlier. There was long a debate 
about their Jewishness because they 
did not have the Talmud or the 
rabbinical tradition, and had ac- 
quired some un-Jewish customs 

In 1975. the state recognized the 
right of the Ethiopian Jews to be- 
come Israelis under the Law of Re- 
turn. But there was little movement 
for their immigration. Some 300 
Ethiopian Jews had come to Israel 
since 1948. on their own initiative. A 
marked change of policy came under 
the government of Menachem Be- 
gin. and two groups of Ethiopian 
Jews were flown to Israel. The action 
stopped abruptly when foreign 
minister Moshe Dayan announced in 
Geneva that Israel was supplying 
Ethiopia with arms - (the Ethiopians 
broke relations with Israel in 1973).

Hie engineers of this unit have 
also developed a relatively low- 
priced machine < costing less than

pack cartons of flowers more effec- 
tively, adding 17 per cent per box 
more than was previously possible. 
This new development will lower the 
shipping costs considerably and save 
farmers about S500 per dunam of 
carnations per season. 

At the Hebrew University’s Facul- 
ty of Agriculture at Rehovot, mean- 
while. a research group has de- 
veloped a process for reconstructing 
animal waste into a growing medium 
for potted plants, or as a growth- 
enhancing soil additive. 

This development will serve as an 
alternative to costly imported peat. 
Peat is currently brought in at a cost 
of about S3 million annually to serve 
as a growing medium in green- 
houses.

TEL AVIV. - The trend for softer 
prices continued for the second ses- 
sion yesterday, as. an atmosphere of 
uncertainty resulting from the find- 
ings of the Comptroller's Report on' 
the bank shares crisis still prevailed . 
For reasons not connected with the 
criticism of the various parties in- 
volved in the bank share crisis, the

moved lower by margins of two to 
three per cent. 

Quite impressive, considering the 
recent sluggish market, has been the 
performance of the oil and oil re- 
search companies. Without any spe- 
cific news to account for the interest 
in these shares, they have been mov- 
ing counter-trend-wise and making 
impressive gains. 

Yesterday was just another case m 
point. Of the 25 securities traded in 
the oil ‘sector, four were unchanged, 
ten moved higher, three were up by 
more than 5 per cent while one 
established as “buyers only." 

In spite of the relative dullness in 
trading activity on the exchange, a 
number of issues attracted interest as 
a result of which trading in them was 
quite volatile. Ya'ane IS1.0 shares 
were up by a full 15 per cent. Shares 
of this computer software bouse 
have been the object of speculative 
trading for over 12 months. About a 
year ago a broker tried to achieve a 
dominant position by accumulating a 
large portion of the outstanding 
shares in Ya'ane. However. Stock

operation with Ya’ane’s manage- 
ment was effective in avoiding a

Nevertheless, the shares enjoyed 
popularity and were trading at a 
relatively high price. Subsequently, 
they fell into disfavour and. as a 
result of a recent financial Story 
pointing at the low valuation of these 
shares, there has been renewed and 
speculative interest in them. 

A sharp rise was recorded in the 
shares of Koor Investments, as the 
preferred shares rose by oeariy 10 
per cent.

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Speedy inquiry essential 


LIKUD MEMBERS on the Knesset State Control Committee 
are reported to have offered a most peculiar excuse at the 
panel’s meeting on Wednesday for blocking a decision in favour 
of a judicial commission of inquiry that would look into the 
bank-shares collapse. They were not going to set up hanging 
trees, they said, before they let the alleged culprits- the heads 
of the banks and the Stock Exchange - have a chance to account 
themselves for past actions. ' 

This was standing things on their head. No one in this country 
was proposing a lynching, and the Likud members themselves 
were not urging an inquest by the committee. What was, and 
still is. at issue is the formation of an independent state inquiry 
commission, equipped with judicial' powers, “to provide an 
exhaustive answer to the question who are those responsible 
for the banking crisis and what share of the responsibility each 
one of them bears.” 

It was with these words, included in the summary of his 
tongue-lashing report published last Monday, that State Com- 
ptroller Yitzhak Tunik in effect solicited such an inquiry. 

The State Comptroller's own brief, in an investigation 
ordered by the Knesset committee, inevitably embraced only 
the conduct of the state authorities in the banking crisis. It 
excluded the banks, which are not subject to his direct 
supervision, although the apparently illegal manipulation of 
their shares was plainly their own doing. This fact alone would 
warrant the appointment of the mooted commission , as deman- 
ded by the Alignment. 

But a judicial inquiry is required no less because Mr. Tunik ; s 
.brief, based on the state comptroller’s limited powers, also 
skirted the issue of the responsibility of the political echelon. 
Thus instead of referring directly to the Likud finance minister 
at the time of the great crash. Mr. Tunik was obliged to speak 
obliquely about the “Treasury,” whose policies he found to 
have been grievously at fault. 

Unlike second-level bureaucrats involved in the banking 
scandal, Mr. Aridor, being an ex-minister, cannot any longer 
be disgraced by dismissal. But his own responsibility can still 
authoritatively be affixed, even as a guideline for future action. 
The trouble with such a procedure, from the point of view of 
Likud members of the Knesset State Control Committee, is 
that it could badly hurt their party. 

That no doubt is why they prevented a derision in the 
committee this week. By stalling, they could give the bank 
heads time to resign, and thus seem to be taking upon 
themselves the blame for robbing hundreds of thousands of 
bank-sharing Israelis. At worst, they must have reasoned, the 
government could step in and, deciding on a judicial commis- 
sion of inquiry, lay down to it terms of reference that would 
protect Mr. Aridor. 

This is still a possible outcome. A consultation among 
ministers yesterday, initiated by the prime minister, yielded the 
evidently reluctant consensus that there had to be an inquiry 
commission. Mr. Peres himself had not been particularly keen 
on it from the start, fearing, for one thing, that it might 
undermine confidence in the banking system, both at home and 
abroad. He may have been persuaded by the finance minister 
that the fear was misplaced, or he may have concluded that the 
charge*bf a coverup would produce an even more acute loss of 
trust. 

But the premier remains eager to avoid rocking the coalition 
boat at this time, and offending the Likud partners could lead to 
that result. The prima facie case against Mr. Aridor, however, 
is too overwhelming to be set aside without a hearing. To 
overlook the ignoble role of the former finance minister in 
whipping up the ultimately disastrous bank-share frenzy would 
be tantamount to putting on “Hamlet” without the Prince of 
Denmark. 

It would expose the inquiry commission from the outset to 
the kind of withering criticism levelled at the Agranat commis- 
sion for its failure to take account of the responsibility of the 
then defence minister. Moshe Davan, for the IDF’s early 
setbacks in the Yom Kippur War. 

Clearly, then, a judicial commission of inquiry must be set 
up. whether by the Knesset or by the government, and its terms 
of reference must cover the political echelon. But for the good 
of the country the commission should be instructed to complete 
its assignment with all deliberate haste. 

When it has done so . it will be time to rebuild Israel’s banking 
system, and its supervisory’ mechanisms.

THE PUBLIC is in an uproar over 
the state comptrollers report on the 
bank-share crash of October 1983- It 
is out for blood. It wants to see heads 
roll. It wants a commission of in- 
quiry. 

The indignation is not only that of 
the gamblers who. when they came 
to cash in the chips they had been 
piling up at the national roulette 
table, suddenly found that they were 
only half their face value. Even the 
kibitzers are enraged: they had felt 
vicariously rich at the sight of for- 
tunes being .amassed at the turn of 
the wheel. Now, with the game over, 
they cannot even kibitz any more. 

Of course they saw, last year, that 
the house had closed down, and they 
knew something had gone wrong; 
but they didn't know exactly what 
and bow and who did it. Now the 
comptroller says that the croupier 
had been sticking a magnet under 
the wheel; that the management 
knew but didn't stop him for fear the 
players would run off; and that the 
floor managers muttered under their 
breath and looked the other way. 
afraid of being fired. 

The fury is universal, and no won- 
der. For one thing, there has been an 
assault on the holiest of holies, prop- 
erty, and its appointed guardians 
have betrayed it. For another, the 
whole town had, after all, been mak- 
ing a living from the casino. It is 
beginning to dawn on everyone - 
floor sweepers, taxi drivers, barmen, 
wardrobe attendants - that the 
whole town will have to pay for Lhe 
losses, that some have already been 
fired and others soon will be. and 
that the rest have had their wages 
cut. 

Hence the cry for the sheriff, for a 
commission of inquiry, for the heads 
of the croupier, the floor managers 
and the casino management. But 
nobody has so far called for the head 
of the mayor, nor asked why he 
made the whole town dependent on 
a casino and all that went with it, 
with no room left for some decent 
factories. 

The State Comptroller could not 
ask these questions. He was 
appointed by the mayor. But he 
knows what he said about the man- 
agement of the casino does not raise, 
let alone answer, the really impor- 
tant questions. That is why he not 
only called for a commission of in- 
quiry, but one that would" be 
appointed by the Knesset, and not 
by the government, the mayor of our 
fable. 

The commission called for by 
State Comptroller Yitzhak Tunik is 
the exact opposite of the kind of 
commission which Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres said “there is no 
choice but to have" - a commission . 
“to investigate mistakes, whose re- 
port would not be used for political 
purposes.” 

That is precisely the kind of com- 
mission we do not need. The mis- 
takes have been investigated thor- 
oughly enough by the state com- 
ptroller and those chiefly responsi- 
ble for them have been identified 
clearly, enough. Further evidence 
will not bring to light more mistakes 
and will not incriminate more cul- 
prits. There is no more room at the 
top. and that is all that matters. 

Indeed, even the comptroller's re- 
port was not needed for that. All the 
salient facts, .the entire chain of 
events that led to the crash, were 
already known. 

What is needed, now that the state 
comptroller has gone to the limit of 
his powers and terms of reference, is 
not another commission of inquiry to 
go over the same ground. 

Nor do we need a judicial commis- 
sion to point the way to reform the 
capital market, the tax system, the 
rules guiding the stock exchange, or 
related issues. These are matters for 
economic experts, guided by politic- 
directives. 


it is quite clear where that lies. 

It lies at the top. where “the buck 
stops.” It lies with former finance 
minister Yoram Aridor. who is out 
on his ear and. as someone said this 
week, can hardly be re-appointed in 
order to make it possible to fire him. 
It lies with Bank of Israel Governor 
Moshe Mandelbaum. who is still in 
office. And it lies with the chief 
executives of the commercial banks. 

They should go. and go now. as a 
matter of public hygiene, of respon- 
sibility for their own acts of commis- 
sion and omission, and for those of 
their subordinates. They should go 
in accordance with the norms of 


accountability. These norms dictate 
that they should go even if. as they 
all claim, they were actors playing 
out a Greek tragedy. 


WHAT. THEN, do we need a com- 
mission of inquiry for? We need it to 
address itself to the political eco- 
nomy of the crash, to analyze and 
judge the political environment and 
the macro-economic framework that 
inflated the financial balloon of the 
bank shares and eventually made it 
burst with a bang. We need it to 
show the link between the emerg- 
ence of an era. a regime of political 
megalomania and its financial- 
economic counterpart - the megalo- 
manic expansionism of our commer- 
cial banking system. 

We need it to direct a searchlight 
on the delusions that led us - no. not 
us. but the government of Begin- 
Shamlr-Sharon - to an attempt to 
establish a “new order" in Lebanon.

LET US. however briefly, work our 
way back from the present to the 
past, and $ee what a commission of 
inquiry might elucidate for us. We 
have had a precarious economic 
position for over a decade, but never 
before have we reached a morass as 
deep as the present one. of hyper- 
inflation together with an acute ba- 
lance of payment crisis. 

In I9S4. the year following the 


follow, as well as to tie up other loose 
ends and, in particular, cut the de- 
fence budget (he did cut civilian 
government spending somewhat). 

The underlying theory that infla- 
tion was a mere bubble of expecta- 
tions was soon revealed as the bub- 
ble of a theory. The practice was 
even worse than the theory, for 
Aridor did more than anybody else 
to implement Begin's promise to be 
“the benefactor of the people.” 
“Hie people” had to be persuaded 
that they had never had it so good, 
and they included many who had 


It is quite dear where responsibility liesJt lies with Yoram 
Aridor, with Bank of Israel governor Moshe Mandelbaum 
and with the chief executives of the commercial banks. 
They should go, and go now, as a matter of public hygiene’ 
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Nor is a judicial commission, 
whatever its terms of reference, 
needed to apportion guilt or respon- 
sibility. If there was criminal culpa- 
bility, there is the Attorney-General 
to deal with it. As for responsibility. 


at a cost of more than 600 dead of our 
own. and. thousands more innocent 
victims in that country, and a price of 
$3 billion, while persuading the peo- 
ple whose sons were being killed and .. 
maimed senselessly that “they never 
had it so good.” We need, atjeast. a 
comparison between that claim, 
endlessly repeated by the main 
architect of. the economic disaster. 
Yoram Aridor, arid the real basis of 
economic resources. 

The Lebanon war was not the only 
manifestation of political megaloma- 
nia. We also reneged on the Camp 
David accords on negotiations for 
Palestinian autonomy. The Begin 
government did so in the arrogant 
belief that Egypt could be maneu- 
vered into the position of having 
made a “separate peace” with Israel. 

Is there a parallel to that in the 
economic illusions of grandeur that 
led to the establishment of Israeli 
bank subsidiaries in the Cayman 
Islands, in Luxembourg and Cana- 
da. and 40-odd branches in New 
York? Do the French, surely a coun- 
try with a bigger international trade 
than ours, have so much overseas 
banking? Do the Italians orthe Irish, 
who have kinsfolk in New York, 
have banks there? Have the Finns, 
the Norwegians, the Danes, the 
Dutch - who are comparable to 
Israel in size - gone international? 

I doubt whether a judicial com- 
mission of inquiry can ask and 
answer such questions. They are a 
matter of political debate - and real 
political debate has been muzzled by 
the electoral stalemate that has given 
us this hapless government of 
national standstill. It is significant 
that Prime Minister Peres was quick 
to define the desirable terms of re- 
ference of the “unavoidable” com- 
mission of inquiry as a-political. 

But commissions of inquiry some- 
times develop an unexpected inde- 
pendence. Even if it would not or 
could not deal with the questions 
raised earlier, it might connect the 
country's present crisis to the crash 
of October 19S3. to what led to the 
crash, and to what we are paying - 
and shall continue to pay - for a long 


crash, our average standard of living 
fell by 7.5 percent. Real wages were 
depressed by 13-14 per cent below 
the 1982 average. Unemployment 
stands at 7 per cent and is rising. The 
budget deficit has risen to an unpre- 
cedented level, mainly because re- 
venues have shrunk (the banks had 
formerly been paying half of all the 
income tax on companies). We /pan 
no longer borrow net abroad, and we 
go hat in hand to Washington beg- 
ging for more aid. 

There is a call for budget cuts that 
are more severe than they look, 
because the real operative budget, 
excluding debt service and defence, 
is no more than $5-6b. The cuts are 
not being implemented because it is 
genuinely difficult to slash S1.4b. 
from S6b. They may be a cure that is 
worse than the disease - but they 
may be a necessity imposed by the 
state of our payments balance. 

What brought us to this state? The 
present crisis has been brewing for 
many years, and the Labour Party 
has a share in its causes. But what 
were aberrations under Labour, 
from which it had the sense to draw 
back, became a case of national 
megalomania, political as well as 
economic, under the Likud. A delu- 
sion of wealth was fostered where 
none was created. The late Simha 
Ehrlich's “liberalization” in 1977 
pushed a 35 percent inflation, inher- 
ited from the shock of the Yom 
Kippur War and the oil crisis, which 
was coming down, up to 60, then 80, 
then 130 per cent. 

After the Yigal Hurvitz intermez- 
zo, the madness reached its dimax 
with the appearance on the scene of 
Yoram Aridor. He gave us election 
economics and “proper 1 ' economics 
and. eventually. The Crash. On the 
advice of his economic guru. Prof. 
Yafcir Plessner, he tried to throttle 
back inflation on the cost side. It was 
an exercise that just might have 
worked if he had been able not only 
to hold down the exchange rate and, 
with subsidies, the prices of 
government-controlled goods and 
services, but also to reduce and hold 
down real wages and make prices 


discovered that tax-free capital gains 
on the stock market were a" less 
onerous way of making a living than 
working. 

On the all-important wage front. 
Aridor missed no opportunity to 
pick a fight with the Histadrut, and 
to raise wages, showing that he could 
do better for “the people.” Untold 
millions for settlements on the West 
Bank and for yeshivot were, of 
course, no problem for him. His 
domineering character, which made 
any meeting a confrontation, every 
dispute a fight, also helped. To top it 
all, he had the economic bad luck of 
the Lebanon war. which would have 
played havoc with the best-laid eco- 
nomic policy.

Where did that 
$60ftm. plus several hundred million 
more later, come from? It was most- 
ly borrowed abroad or taken from 
reserves. I 

The crash hurt some of She gamblers, ( 
and even ruined some. For many 
small savers who had trusted the 
banks' investment counsellors, it 
was a tragedy. Most of the gamblers 
did not' really lose. Aridor's , 
“arrangement.” with Avraham Sha- 
pira, the "general manager of 
Israel.” breathing down his neck, 
presented the bill to the kibitzers, to 
the taxpayers who never saw- a bank 
share in their life. • 
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WHAT HAS THIS got to do with 
the crash of the bank shares? Plenty. 
The banks bad been asked long ago. 
by the late Yehoshua Rabinowitz. to 
mobilize foreign credits. They gladly 
obliged and went on yerida, with 
more and more branches overseas. 
But to set these up, they had to raise 
capital at home and export it. 
Understandably, no profits ever 
came back to be taxed. 

The inflation-induced expansion 
of the banks at home and their mad 
race to outdo one another abroad 
soon assumed megalomanic dimen- 
sions. There is no need to repeat 
here what the state comptroller with 
his full authority, has described, ex- 
cept to say that the race had to come 
to an end. But it did not have to end 
with the crash that is the direct, 
immediate cause of our present cri- 
sis. 

That end was purely Aridor's 
doing. He dung to his economic 
gimmickry to the last. He refused to 
devalue when the public was making 
a run on the currency reserves and 
then, when the banks had borrowed 
S800m. abroad to buy up the shares 
which the public was dumping and 
could borrow no more, made an 


WE ARE PAYING part of the bill 
even now. In lower wages, in unem- 
ployment. in recession, in fewer and 
more expensive public services, in a 
reduction of the standard of living, 
not to divert resources to investment 
and growth, but to keep our heads 
above water. 

We shall have to pay, and pay, and 
pay. For megalomania. For the 
“new order" in Lebanon. For bank 
offices in the Cayman Islands. For 
our banks wanting to be rated No. 85 
or 96 in the list of the 100 largest 
banks in the world. For Aridor's 
recklessness and Plessnerfs theories. 
For the spinelessness of a Mandel- 
baum. For the intoxication of half 
the people who believed the Likud’s 
election propaganda and saddled us 
with a government that indudes 
those who said “on the house” - and 
who cannot even be charged with' 
peddling alcohol to minors. 

That is the political economy of* 
the crash. Will a commission of in-* 
quiiy, even one appointed as State 
Comptroller Tunik wants, shed light 
on it? Will it illuminate the way out? 

I doubt it. for what is at issue is major 
policy - political, social and econo- 
mic policy and national priorities. 
These cannot be adjudicated by judi- 
cial commissions. They can only be 
decided by majority and power. 

The majority does not exist, and 
therefore not the power. We are still 
drunk — or at least many of us are. 
We are therefore likely to use the 
commission of inquiry as a drunkard 
uses a lamp-post - to support him 
where he stands, not to light his way.
